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ROUND ONE OF BIG FIGHT 
*TWIXT LABOR AND TRUST 
ENDS WITH HONORS EASY 


Strikers Tie Up a Great Mil 
at Newcastle and Trust 
Starts Another, 


WAITING GAME PLAYED 
BY THE COMBATANTS 


Where Seems No Likelihood of Set- 
tlement, Although It Is Claimed 
Pressure Is Being Brought 
To Bear on Magnate 
Morgan. 


Pittsburg, August 7.—In the big strike 
honors are easy in this section tonight. 
The Amalgamated association succeeded 
in closing dowri the big steel plant at 
Newcastle and the manufacturers par- 
tially broke the strike at the Clark mill 
in this city. Neither side is exulting, 
nor is there any expression of discour- 
agement. Victory or defeat of either at 
this early stage of the warfare can have 
but little effect beyond indicating the 
probable line of battle to be pursued by 
each. 

Up to this hour not the slightest 
trouble has occurred at any point in this 
immediate territory and Amalgamated 
/men are correspondingly happy because 
this condition would seem to be the car- 
rying out of the association’s new de- 
parture in the handling of strikes. The 
quiet waiting of the strikers may be one 
of the surprises hinted at by the national 
officers. From one or two points the 
strikers are reported as restless and 
| eager for action, but so far have kept 
faith with their leaders and refrained 
from committing any breach of the 
peace. 

Recorder A. M. Brown does not antici- 

te that there will be any disorder in 

ittsburg on account of the steel strike. 
if there should be disorder, he says, it 
will be the-duty of the bureau of police 
to suppress it and arrest all who are con- 
cerned in it. Recorder Brown incidental- 
jy-remarked that there would be no dis- 
crimination between strikers and em- 
ployers and that all are equal under the 
| daw and will be so treated. 
: To Start Sheet Mills. 


| The United States Steel Corporation, it 
|was learned today from an official 
pource, will at once proceed in a syste- 
‘Matic manner to start its closed sheet 
mills, making the non-union plants of the 
Kiskim{netas vaney “the ~ rae ere 
gptrike breakers will be trained and then 
gent out to the mills that are closed. 

So far as President C. M. Schwab is 
toncerned no evertures will be made by 
the trust to the workers. In a talk with 
e Pittsburg man in New York yesterday 
he said: 

‘‘We have made our last proposition tuo 
the Amalgamated association and will 
now proceed to start our works.”’ 

President Shaffer makes this counter- 
Btatement: 
| *"*The next proposition must come from 
— United States Steel Corporation offi- 
cials.’’ 


The trust officials have decided to go 
ahead slowly in the matter of starting 
mills and to do so with as little publicity 
as possible. 

The strongholds of the sheet company 
are the mills at Vandergrift, the largest 
in the country; Leechburg, Apollo and 
, Scottdale. It has been decided to take 
‘as many skilled men away from these 
places as possible without retarding 
,operations there and start the mills 
‘where there is the least danger of an 
outbreak. The places left vacant at the 
mills mentioned will be filled with men 
deserving of promotion and they will be 
given better positions. 

Will Play Into Strikers’ Hands. 

This move will be undertaken slowly 
and with caution. The plan further con- 
templates that after a time many of the 
strikers will return when they see one 
ag another of the closed mills resum- 
ng. 

The officials of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation say that this move will, in a 
measure, play into their hands. At Mc- 
, Keesport President Shaffer said that he 
‘himself would lead men from Vander- 
'grift into the Wood mill. The officials feel 
‘that if they can get the Vandergrift men 
away from their envigonments there‘little 
trouble will be found in bringing them 
into the association. 

In discussing the 
Secretary Tighe said: 

“That effort will not extend very far, 
because there are only a few skilled men 
available and before enough can be train- 
ed to operate mills snow will fly pretty 
(thick. A move of that kind might be at- 
| tempted in Bessemer, or open hearth 
_Bteel mills, but in a sheet mill, where the 
skill required is of the highest order, the 
‘plan cannot do anything but ultimately 
' fail.”’ 

The action of the structural iron work- 
ers in the present strike was tersely out- 
lined by J. W. Pryale, secretary of the 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers, 
who said today: 

“There are no union mills making 
structural steel or iron and our men 
have been working the material furnish- 
ed them and will continue doing so.’’ 

Supply Is Running Short. 

A canvass of Pittsburg jobbers de- 
veloped that the supply of both sheet 
and tin plate is rapidiy running behind 
the demand, especially in tin plate. The 
American Tin Plate Company has not 
changed its quotation of $4.25 per box, but 
consumers have paid this week as high 
as $5.50 for boxes for immediate delivery. 
The combine price for sheets is $60 per 
ton, but $70 and $75 have been paid for 
sheet available at once. The independent 
mills are reaping a harvest. They are 
taking contracts at prices as high, in 
gome cases, as $70 a ton for future de- 
livery. 

The sales department of the American 
Sheet Steel Company has given notice to 
jobbers that it cannot take any orders 
for some time, as the capacity of the 
,operating sheet mills has been contracted 
for. 

To Form Advisory Board. 

One of the miost interesting factors 
of the strike is beginning to develop. 
It was intimated that a plan is on foot 
for the formation of an advisory board 
for the purpose of aiding President 
Shaffer in carrying on the struggle which 
will be composed of the presidents of the

KIDNAPERS AWE STRIKERS 


Resistencia Men at Tampa ‘Are Ready 
Fo Settle. 


WANT LEADERS RETURNED 


But Citizers Say Men Who Have 
Been Abducted Shall Never 
Return. ° 


Tampa, Fla., August 7.—The Resistencia 
union has changed its position several 
times today. This morning the strikers 
were taking an obligation to leave Tampa 


t i a2 bedy and never return under any 


circumstances. 

This afternoon they issued a statement 
that if their leaders are returned to 
them they will then be ready to arbitrate 
and settle. They declare that they will 
do nothing until this is done. Citizens 
say they will have a long job of waiting 
on their hands. It seems to be positively 
settled tonight that these leaders are 
gone beyond reach and this is impressing 
itself upon their minds. 

Resistencia has been telegraphing to 
Key West and New York.all day trying 
to employ attorneys to’ come here and 
take their case, but with what success 
is unknown tonight. This action was upon 
the belief that the men were in jail. They 
are not and never have been. From their 


} vacillating moods it is interpreted that 


they are wavering and will soon be ready 
to reason and resume work where they 
left off. 

Tampa served them with notice today 
that if they desire to leave in a body 
they can do s0 without objection being 
raised. 


NOT HELPED BY VENEZUELA 


Uribe Reached Colcmbia on a Mer- 
chant Vessel. 


Washington, August 7.—An interesting 
feature in connection with the voyage of 
General Uribe-Uribe, the Colombian rev- 
olutionist, is brought out in advices re- 
ceived at the Colombian legation here. 
Earlier reports of the general's trip con- 
tained the statement that he had made 
the vovage from La Guayra to Maracaibo 
in a Venezuelan gunboat, thus inferen- 
tially implicating the government of the 
latter country in giving assistance to 
General Uribe-Uribe’s movements against 
Colombia. It is shown that as a matter 
of fact the trip between the two places 
named was made in a merchant vessel 
which subsequently was purchased by 
the Venezuelan government and convert- 
ed into a gunboat. The officials regard 
this development as significant, as it dis- 
poses of what otherwise might have been 
regarded as an unfriendly .act on the 
part of Venezuela in facilitating the revo- 
lutionary movement against Colombia. 


| EXPELLED MEN MAKE TROUBLE 
Statement in Regard to the Split in

the Machinists. 

Buffalo, N. Y., August 7.—A statement 
has been issued by International Vice 
President Mulberry and General Lodge 
Representatives Reynolds and Warner, 
of Cleveland and New York, regarding 
the attempted secessiory of some mem- 
bers of the International Association of 
Machinists in the city of Buffalo. 

“For some time,’’ the statement says, 
‘the president of lodge No. 254 has at- 
tempted to dictate the policy of the as- 
sociation in Buffalo and vicinity. After 
being expelled from the convention for 
conduct unbecoming a member he re- 
turned to Buffalo and attempted to start 
a secession movement in Buffalo lodge 
No. 245. He and a number of his fol- 
lowers were expelled from the associa- 
tion and the charter of 245 was revoked. 
The loyal members of 245 met at Inter- 
national hall tonight and formed a new 
lodge of the International Association of 


Machinists.”’ 
The seceding members of the associa- 


tion claim to have a large number of 
machinists in their ranks. 


CLOUDS BURSTING IN UTAH 


Two Lives Lost and Much Property 
Is Destroyed. 

Salt Lake, Utah, August 8.—Cloud- 
bursts and heavy rains in various parts 
of Utah last night caused the loss of two 
lives and resulted in considerable damage 
to railroad and other valuable property. 
At Winter quarters, where the mines of 
the Pleasant Valley Coal Company are 
located, a flood caused by a cloudburst 
swept away the home of Matt Korbillo. 
Korbillo, his wife and child were swept 
away by the torrent, the father and child 
being drowned, while the mother was 
rescued only with the greatest difficulty. 
Mrs. Korbillo was terribly bruised and 
received injuries which may prove fatal. 


FOR MURDERING HIS FRIEND 


Glen Gardner Has Been Arrested. 
Hid Body in Straw. 

McPherson, Kans., August 7.—Glen 
Gardner, of this town, was arrested today 
and taken te Lyons, Kans., charged with 
the murder of his friend, George Smalley. 
Gardner, who is 17 years old, is charged 
with killing Smalley, about the same age, 
for his money, and then hiding the body 
in a straw stack. He confessed his crime. 
Smalley had $7.50 in money and it was 
this which young Gardner wanted. He 
beat Smalley to death with a club. 


Life Sentence for Morris. 

Washington, Avgust 7.—President Mc- 
Kinley has commuted the. sentence of Pri- 
vate Frederick Morris, company K, For- 
tv-ninth volunteers, to life imprisonment, 
which he will serve in the penitentiary 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kans. Morris was 
convicted of murder by a courtmartial at 
Tuguogararao, Luzon, and sentenced to 
death. 


Walter G. Wilson Dead. 

Philadelphia, August 7.—Walter G. Wil- 
son, of the tobacco firm of Walter G. 
Wilson & Co., of this city, was found 
dead in bed today at his home in River- 
ton, N. J. He was about sixty years old. 
Mr. Wilson formerly was an extensive 
baker of crackers and cakes and was 
well known to the trade throughout the 
country. When the cracker combination 
absorbed his factory he went into the to- 
bacco business. 


Alabama Man Visits McKinley. 


Canton, Ohio, August 7.—Charles J. 
Allisen, of Birmingham, who is a cousin 
of the president and George W. Canfield, 
a postoffice inspector from Alabama, call- 
ed «cn Mr. McKinley today. 


DRINKING IS ON DECREASE 


Archbishop Ireland Says Temperance 
Grows Among Catholics. 


THE ABSTINENCE UNION MEETS 


Reports Show Increase in Member- 
ship—Temperance Work of 
Other Churches Praised. 


Hartford, Conn., August 7.—Special re- 
ligious services in the morning, a busi- 
ness meeting in the afternoon. with en- 
couraging reports from officers, and an 
immense gathering at Parsons theater, 
to listen to an address by Archbishop 
Ireland, of St. Paul, Minn., in the even- 
ing constituted the first day’s proceed- 
ings in the convention of the Catholic 
Total Abstinence Union of America, now 
in session here. The day onened inaus- 
Piciously, for a drizzling rain prevented 
a large attendance at the early meeting 
at St. Joseph's cathedral. 

In the afternoon the business meeting 
was held at which the officers made their 
annual reports. Rey. Father McGillicudy, 
of “Vorcester, president of the union, pre- 
sided, and after his report the reports 
of the vice presidents were made. The 
report of the secretury, Rev. A. P. Dovle, 
of New York, furnished interesting fig- 
ures on the state of the order. It was 
shown that the scclety numbers 85,441 
members in 970 branch organizations, ang 
that the increase for the past year had 
been 4,995 members and 93 new sgocie- 
ties. 

The audience at Parsons theater for the 
evering session packed the auditorium. 
Bishop Tierndy presided. and after ad- 
dresses by Rev. Father McGillicudy, of 
Worcester, Judge Walter K. Gibbons, of 
Chicago, J. Waskington Loeb, of Philadel- 
phia and Miss Leonora Lvke, of St. Louis. 
a vice president of the u:.ion: Archbisnop 
Ireland was introduced amid great ap- 
plauge. 

Archbishop I*eland recounted the events 
attending the founding of the union in 
Washington thirty years ago, and traced 
its growth through the early years down 
to the present time. 

In speaking of the work of the union 
he said that in years past the criti- 
cism had been justly made that the pro- 
portion of drinkers among Catholics was 
greater than among persons of other re- 
ligions, but that now such a statement 
would be untrue, the change being due 
to the Catholic Total Abstinence Union, 
and other similar organizations in the 
church. The speaker did not, however, 
fail to pay a tribute te temperahce socie- 
ties in churches of other denominations. 
In closing Archbishop Ireland made an el- 
Ooquent plea for temperance among the 
men of the twentieth century in view 
of the demands of the age for clear head- 
ed and active -nen.

F. C. Dumbreck, assistant general 
freight agent of the Memphis route, with 
headquarters at Kansas City, will re- 
main there under the reorganization as 
assistant general freight agent of the 
combined system. 

James Donahue, assistant general 
freight agent of the ’Frisco at Kansas 
City, will under the reorganization be 
transferred to the passenger department 
and his title will be assistant general! 
passenger agent of the 'Frisco-Memphis 
system, with headquarters at Kansas 
City. 

R. R. Hammond, general superintendent 
of the Memphis route, with headquarters 
at Kansas City, will be appointed super- 
intendent of maintenance of way of the 
'Frisco-Memphis system. 

H. C. Sprage, superintendent of tele- 
graph of the Memphis route, will go to 
Springfield, Mo., to gerve in a similar ca- 
pacity for the ’Frisco-Memphis system. 


BOERS ARE FAR FROM DEFEAT 
Aderhold Just 


So Claims Thcmas 
from the Transvaal. 

Topeka, Kans., August 7.—Thomas 
Aderhold reached his home here today di- 
rect from the Transvaal, where for eight- 
een months he has been ministering to 
the sick and wounded Boers as a Red 
Cross surgeon. He went to south Africa 
with the Irish-American hospital corps 
of Chicago. Mr. Aderhold says the Boers 
are far from defeat now, apparently, as 
a year ago, and that they -are confident 
of winning. 

His return is due to being captured by 
the British and being sent from the coun- 
try. The English were very bitter at those 
aiding the Boers, and only by persistent 
efforts of the American consul was Mr. 
Aderhold permitted to escape a term at 
St. Helena.

SHE CANNOT SUE COLORADO 


And Her Cause Is Taken Up by Ital- 
ian Government. 
Denver, August 7 


7.—International com- 
plications have arisen between the United 
States and Italy on account of the de- 
cision of a court that a non-resident alien 
is not entitled to sue for damages in the 
courts of Colorado. 

Several months ago Fenice Ferrarao, an 
Italian woman living in Italy, brought 
suit for $5,000 damages against the Aurie 
Mining Company in the courts of Hindale 
county for the violent death of her hus- 
band, Peter Ferrarao, in the Ute and 
Uray mine, near Lake City, and a deci- 
sion was rendered that a non-resident 
alien had no right to sue for damages in 
the state. 

Mrs. Ferrarao today took the matter to 
the Italian consul, Dr. Joseph Cuneo, who 
has forwarded papers in the case to 
Washington.

Lincoln, Nebr., August 7.—Meetings 
were held this evening by the demo- 
cratic, populist and free silver republican 
state central committee and fusion of the 
three parties was practically agreed 
upon, the state conventions of all being 
fixed for September 17 at Lincoln.

McKinley Tee Prasped. 

The platform adom ‘ xi esses “grat- 
ification over the fggmmewment given to 
the administration qf McKinley 
by the decisive masons ¢ Plast year, and 
rejoices in the manffola@ benefits result- 
ing to the country from his reelection, 
which has inspired new confidence to the 
business world, established authority and 
order in our new possessicns and 
strengthened the position of the country 
before the world.”’ 

The people of the country are congrat- 
ulated upon the “‘enjoyment of a state of 
prosperity that blesses every class and 
community.”’ 

The work of the fifty-eixth congress, 
its action for the reduction of taxation, 
and its constructive legislation, giving 
effect to the party declarations of 1896 and 
1900, are approved. 

The platform continues: 

‘We would emphasize our indorsement 
of its action in more firmly establishing 
our money svstem upon a gold basis, and 
in providing for civil government in 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, and for 
the relinquishment of our authority In 
Cuba. The policy of this government to- 
ward these islands has followed inevi- 
tably upon our expulsion of the authority 
of Spain. It has been dictated by the 
conditions, bas been consistent with the 
spirit and within the provisions of the 
constitution and the paramount consider- 
ation has been to secure the lasting wel- 
fare of these people whose fortunes and 
destiries have become in a large degree 
dependent upon us. The fact 
authority there is the result of a war 
waged not for our aggrandizement, but 
in the name of humanity must forever 
govern and inspire our relations to them, 

Southern Election Laws. 

“We are earnestly opposed to all Jegis- 
lation designed to accomplish the dis- 
franchisement of citizens upon lines of 
race, color or station of life and condemn 
the measures adopted by the democratic 
party in certain states to accomplish that 
end. 

“The policy of a protective tariff is in- 
dorsed, and such changes therein are 
favored as from time totime they become 
advisable ‘through the progress of our 
industries and their changing relations 
to the commerce of the world.’ ”’ 

Reciprocity is indorsed as the natural 
complement of protection, and its de- 
velopment is urged as necessary to the 
realization of our highest commercial 
possibilities. 

Regarding combinations of capital, the 
platform say:3: 

‘We assert the sovereignty of the peo- 
ple over all cooperative and aggregations 
of capital and the right residing tn the 
people to enforce such regulations, re- 
strictions or prohibitions upon corporate 
management as will protect the. indi- 
vidual and society from abuse of the 
power which great combinations of cap- 
ital yield. 

“We favor such amendment of the in- 
terstate commerce act as will more fully 
carry out its prohibition of discrimina- 
tions in rate making, and any modifica- 
tion of the iariff schedules that may be 
required to prevent their affording shel- 


ter to monopoly.” 
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EX-GOVERNOR NEWELL DYING 


He Founded United States Life-Sav- 
ing Service. 

New York, August 7.—According to a 
message received from Allentown, N. J., 
ex-Governor William A. Newell, of New 
Jersey, is dying. 

Ex-Governor Newell was the first re- 
publican of the state serving from 1857 to 
1860. He is 83 years old and has been in 
failing health for some time. 

Ex-Governor Newell was the founder 
of the United States life-saving service, 
which he originated in 184 and the origi- 
nator of the United States agricultural 
bureau; was a member of congress in 
1846, 1847, 1865, 1867; was Superintendent of 
the United States life-saving service 
from 1860 to 1864 and was governor of 
Washington Territory in 1876 to 1880.

THOUSANDS ARE DROWNED 


The Overflow of Rivers in China Is 
Spreading Death. 


COUNTRY IS A GREAT LAKE 


At One Place It Is Estimated the 
Victims Number Twenty 
Thousand. 


Victoria, B. C., August 7.—Great floods 
caused by the overflowing of the Yang 
Tse have caused the death of many 
thousands in China. The. river has risen 
forty feet and for hundreds of miles the 
country is a great lake with only tops of 
trees and an occasional roof showing. 

At Anking the town is flooded, some of 
the houses to their roofs. At Kiu Kiang 
the native town is flooded and two feet 
of water stands in the foreign settle- 
ments. Lower down the river toward 
Swu Hue the destruction was greater and 
boatmen estimate that 20,000 were drown- 
ed in the district. 

Chong Teh was wiped away by floods 
and 10,000 drowned there and many other 
points have been inundated involving 
awful loss of life and great destruction 
to property. It is feared an embankment 
built by Chong Cheh Tung near Wu 
Chang will break and cause the drowning 
of hundreds of thousands. 


UNITED MINE WORKERS MEET 


Some Action Is Likely Regarding 
the Kentucky Field. 
Indianapolis, Ind., August 7.—The 
national executive board of the United 
Mine Workers was im session only a 
short time today. Adjournment was 
taken in respect to the bereavement of 
President Mitchell, whose son is dead. 
It is probable that Vice President 
Barnaby, of the Hopkins, Ky., field, will 
appear before the board to present for 
consideration the conditions in the field 
where 2,000 men have been idle since last 
November. Accompanying Mr. Barnaby 
is a commfttee composed of Secretary 
Campbell, of the same district; National 
Organizer Blakely and Delegate Jenkins. 


THE CAUSE OF HITCH AT PEKIN 


Due to the Difficulty of Adjusting 
the Tariff. 

Washington, August 7.—It is the under- 
standing at the state department that 
the delay in signing the protocol at Pe- 
kin is probably due to the difficulty of 
adjusting the tariff on an ad valorem in- 
stead of a specific basis, and also in ar- 
ranging the details for the cooperation 
of the military branch in the restrictions 
on the importation of firearms,

With Agonizing Screams and 
Bulging Eyes, John Pen- 
nington Met His Doom, 


CONFRONTED OY VICTIM, 
NEGRO ADMITS GUILT 


Ehrieking, He Is Chained to Stake, 
Saturated with Oil and Match 
Applied—He Prayed God 
To Dv»stroy His Ex- 
ecutioners. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 7.—Witl 
agonizing screams and his eyes bulging 
from his head, John Wesley Pennington, a 
negro, was burned at the stake near En- 
terprise, Ala., before a crowd of five hun-: 
dred enraged and determined citizens of 
Coffee county this morning. The assem- 
blage was composed of both whites anal 
blacks and though the suffering wretch 
pleaded for mercy and frantically endeay- 
‘ored to break the chains that tiehtly bound 
him, not a trace of sympathy was shown 
on the hardened faces that peered at him 
through the flames. Pennington had com- 
mitted a brutal assault upon Mrs. J. C. 
Davis, the wife of one of the most prom- 
inent farmers of Coffee county, and cuon- 
fessed his guilt. 

The crime was committed vestenlay af- 
ternoon while Mrs. Davis was gathering 
vegetables in her garden. She was stoop- 
ing over plucking tomatoes when (en- 
nington slipped up behind her and threw 
her to the ground. He choked the fear- 
stricken woman into Iinsensibility, accom- 
plished his intention and fled through the 
woods near by. As soon as she regained 
her senses Mrs. Davis crawled te the 
house and told her husband what had 
hapened. A large posse Was quickly 
organized and, with bloodhounds, they 
chased the negro until early in the morn- 
ing, when he was captured in a swamp. 
Pennington was bound hand and foot and 
taken back to the Davis home for identi- 
fication. 

Negro Faces His Vict&n. 

Word of the assault on Mrs. Davis haa 
Been sent by runners for milés around 
Enterprise and every farmer in the neigh- 
borhood had left his plow to join in the 
search. Sonie of them were too late to 
join the pursuing varty and went to the 
Davis home and awaited their return. 
There is not a telegraph office in Coffce 
county. but the news quickly traveled 
and when the posse arrived this morning 
with Pennington there were at least five 
hundred persons gathered near the Davis — 
residence. A great shout went up when 
the prisoner was seen by the crowd, but 
at a sienal the men withdrew to the 
woods and quietly awaited the result of 
the meeting between Pennington end 
Mrs. Davis. 

Mrs. Davis immediately recognized him 
and the negro broke down and wept. He 
admitted having committed the as- 
sault and pleaded for mercy, but 
with cries of terror the trembling 
man was dragged from the house and into 
the woods, where the crowd had gath: 
ered. Evidently expecting the confession 
several of the citizens had already driven 
a stake in the ground and as the men ap- 
proached with Pennington both whites 
and blacks were piling brushwood around 
the iron pipe. The negro saw his doom, 
and with an awful scream of terror fell 
to the ground in a faint. 

Dragged to the Stake. 

He was quickly revived and dragged 
to the stake, while the crowd stood silent- 
ly ‘by. The frightened man was limp and 
hasl to be held up while the chalus were 
fastened around his neck and body. When 
all was ready the cry was given and the 


crowd stood backs. 
A match wag applied to the pile and, 


with oil to feel. upon, the tiny flame s on 
burst into a roaring fire. The terrified 
negro again pleaded for mercy in the mosi 
agonizing tones and prayed to God that 
those around him might perish. He then 
called upon the Maker for forgiveness and 
as the flames leaped up and encircled his 
neck an unearthly shriek was heard and 
the man’s eyes almost bulged out of the 
sockets. By this time the fire had gained 
such headway that nothing could be Seen 
except a wriggling motion in the center 
of the circle of fire. A deathly silence 
enveloped the awful sight and in a fow 
minutes the flames had sufficiently sub- 
sided to see that Pennington's head had 
fallen forward and hung Iimp Over the

WHITE MOB KILLS A NEGRO 


Seven of the Gang Will Serve in the 
Penitentiary for the Murder. 
The Last of the Trials 
Were Heard Yes- 
terday. 


Fairturn, Ga., August 7.—(Special.)— 
This has been a field day for the state in 
Campbell superior court, the August term 
of which is now in session. This morn- 
ing the case of the State v. J. 8. Coch- 
ran, alias Steve Cochran, was called and 
defendant was put on trial charged with 
murder of Sterling Thompson. The jury 
found a verdict of guilty as accessory 
after the fact and Judge Candler imposed 
a sentence of six months in Fulton coun- 
ty jail and twelve months on the chain- 
gang of Fulton county, being the longest 
term for the offense. 

Jim Polk Demooney, John Pace and 
John McKinzie, all charged with the saine 
crime, then entered pleas of guilty to 
voluntary manslaughter. Demooney and 
Pace were given one year each in the 
state penitentiary and McKinzie three 
years. 

Thus ends the most noted murder case 
ever docketed in Campbell county. Three 
defendants, Pegram Cochran, Shell Cocn- 
ran and “‘Lant’’ Hester, are already serv- 
ing Hfe sentences in the penitentiary for 
the same offense. 


Story of the Crime. 


On the night of January 3, 1901, Sterling 
Thompson, an inoffensive negro, was shot 
and killed in his own home. Detectives 
and officers of the law were put to work 
on the case with the result that the seven 
cefendants above mentioned were arrest- 
ed and subsequently indicted for the mur- 
der. At the last term of court the three 
defendants now serving life sentences 
were convicted. The two Cochrans ap- 
pealed to the supreme court which af- 
firmed the decision of the court below. 
The remainder of the cases were set for 
trial at this term with the result abuve 
stated. The case has been a hard fought 
one all through. An array of able counse] 
was employed on both gides. The unusual 
occurrence of seven white men serving /n 
the penitentiary for killing one negro 1s 
now a fact. 

Judge Candler has given the cases ane 
most vigorous and earnest attention, bos 
alizing that the welfare of the whole state 
was involved. The successful terminaticn

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~ Constitutional Convention 
at Montgomery 


CIRCUIT SOLICITORS 
* LOSE THEIR OFFICES 


That Is, the Offices Have Been Abol- 
ished and Each County Will 
Elect Its Own Solicitor. 
Effort To Reconsider 
Fails. 


. Montgomery, Ala., August 7.—(Special.) 
No reform that has been enacted by the 
constitutional convention has aroused the 
feeling that follows the abolition of the 
circuit -solicitors. There are thirteen of 
them, and all but one in what is called 
the pony circuit get a salary of $2,400 and 
any excess of fees they may pay into 


the state treasury up to $600 more. Under | 


this a2 number of them are paid as high 
as $3.00. The change does not affect those 
who are.now in office and who hold until 
December, 1904. As a rule, the circuit so- 
licitors are reclected if they have any 
sort of political connections. In the leg- 
islature they form a combination all 
down the line and it Is rare that the slate 
is ever broken.. There has for years been 
an accumulation of old sores and a 
steady increase of those who could not 
get on the siate. The solicitors expect- 
ed the fight on them to come up in the 
shape of an ordinance for election by the 
people, and they were prepared to meet 
that. Indeed, they had made their fight 
before the judiciary committee and won 
it, the only change made being to reduce 
their terms to four years so ag to con- 
form to four-year sessions of the legisla- 
ture. 

When the proposition was made- to 
abolish them altogether and _ = supplant 
them with a solicitor in each county. the 
convention was as much surprised as the 
outside public at the sweeping majority 
by which it carried. The solicitors them- 
sélves wére caught sound asleep, only 
two or three having scented danger, be- 
ing on the ground, They and their friends 
made a grand rally last night and came 
up to the battle line this morning on a 
motion to reconsider. By strenuous efforts 
they got 58 votes for reconsideration, 
many belng willing to give them another 
chance to argue the question, but there 
were 63 votes against it, and the subject 
now seems finally closed. 

Of course, many of the votes for county 
solicitorg were not animated by political 
designs, because the argument for the 
system is strong on its merits. It has 
been found necessary to have assistant 
solicitors jn all the counties anyway. and 
special] courts with their own solicitors 
have been established in Mobile. Mont- 
_gfomery, Jefferson, Talladega, Calhoun, 
Cleburne, Madison, Jackson, Clay, Walker 
and one or two other counties. There 
Was an utter lack of uniformity and a 
constant growth in the number and im- 
portance of local solicitors. 

Under the new arrangement all doub- 


“ing “of solicitors in the same territory } 


will be dispensed with and the system 
made uniform. 
As to Their Salaries. 

The salaries of the new county so0- 
licitors will be fixed by the legislature 
and will-vary in the counties according 
to the criminal business. That is the one 
feature of the new system that has any 
complications about it. 

At present all solicitors in the state hbe- 
ing elected by the legislature aro demo- 
crats. Under the new system and the 
fair elections provided by the new suf- 
frage scheme at least twenty-five of the 
counties are expected to go either republi- 
can or populist, This argument was madc 
against the change but it was answered 
on the floor that under the proposed elec- 
tion reforms it was not desired that the 
democrats, but the people, should choose 
their officers. 

The gossip of the new situation is over 
the extent to which the solicitors af- 
fected may be moved to knife the new 
constitution .on its ratification. From 
that point of view the reform is described 
as an additional load on the new instru- 


ment. 
Refused To Reduce Tax. 


The convention made quick work of the 
proposition to reduce the fertilizer tax 
from 8 cents to 10 cents a ton. It was 
laid on the table by a large majority, and 
thus goes over to the legislature, where 
it has always been. There was a clear 
majority in favor of reducing the tax, 
but so many interests, including the Ag- 
ricultural and Mechanical college and the 
agricultural schools, have grown up 
around the fund it creates that the lead- 
ers In the convention thought it prudent 
to arouse no unnecessary enmities. 

Cut It Into Pieces. 

The article on municipal corporations 
came on at the afternoon session and the 
convention at once began to mutilate it. 
Nine sections were disposed of, four be- 
ing tabled, one recommitted and passed 
without amendment, and notice was

Raleigh, N. C., August 7.—(Special.)— 
The agricultural department has arranged 
to illustrate the trucking and fruit inter- 
ests of the eestern counties by a series of 
twenty-five enlarged photographs in wa- 
ter co'ors. These will be on view at the 
Charleston exposition and will afterwards 
be placed in the museum. The depart- 
ment is losing no means of developing 
the state and illustrating the develop- 
ment. 

Application was made today to one of 
tne supreme court justices for a new trial 
for Lewis Council, colored, under sentence 
of death for criminal assault at Fayette- 
ville, the date set for execution being 
next Monday.

The larger pert of the tobacco crop has 
been secured in the southeastern section, 
and in the northwestern section there are 
flea bugs and ‘“‘firing.’’ While some ex- 
cellent cures are being made, the crop as 
a whole will certainly not be first-class. 
Peanvts are very promising. Preparation 
for wheat has begun in the west. Great 
areas have been planted in cowpeas, part 
of the areas being the devastated river 
and creek bottoms. Irn a general way it 
may be said that it is a very poor crop 
year in North Carolina. There are some 
favored sectiors. 

The First regiment of the state guard, 
now in camp, has 567 officers and men 
present. Governcr Aycock expected to 
review the regiment today, but on ac- 
count of the critical illness of his son, it 
is not expected that he wiil see the regi- 
ment.

C., August 7.—(Spectal.)— 
lnder a cedar tree 7 miles from Co- 
lumbia five regroes sought shelter from 
a thunderstorm yesterday. They ocsupisd 
the time eating dinner.

AN INCREASE IN ASSESSMENTS. 


The Tennessee Railroad Commission 
Places Valuation. 

Nashville, Tenn., August 7.—(Special.)— 
The Tennessee railroad-commission today 
made public the biennial assessment of 
railroad. telephone and telegranh prop- 
ertv in the state upon which they have 
been enrared more than three months. 
The total valuation of railroad propertv 
is $56,056,114.30 as compared with $55,183,- 
979.94 two vears ago. a net increase in 
the assessment of $872,841.36. The assess- 
ment. as returned two years aco. was 
$112,700 more than the figures given above, 
but the supreme court decided that the 
Chattanooga and Lookout Mountain, the 
Lookout Mountain and Lula Lake and 
the s,ookout Point incline were not such 
railroads as were assessable by the com- 
mission, not being common carriers, so 
they are assessed by the local authori- 
ties and the amount is deducted from 
the total assessment of two years ago, 
leaving it at $55,183,272.94, as given in the 
table. 

The telephone and telegraph property is 
assesser at $1,445,381.70, which, added to 
the railroad property. makes a total val- 
uation of $57,501,496 for railroad, telegraph 
and telephone property, compared with 
$56,436,4<v.14 tw@ years ago, or an increase 
of $1,065,066.86. The Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany and several telephone companies 
have not yet been assessed, having failed 
to return schedules. These properties 
were assessed at $104,063.30 two years ago 
and this amount added to the increase 
above would make the net increase in the - 
neighborhood of $1,170,000.

Traction Company Claims the Full 
Number of Cars Were Operat- 
ed Yesterday—They Ran 
Until 7 O’Clock Last 
Wight. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 7.—(Special.)— 
The Knoxville Traction Company had 4 
full number of cars operating on all the 
lines today for the first time since the 
strike of motormen and conductors on Au- 
gust 1. All negotiations to settle the 
strike has been dropped. However, the 
strikers have inaugurated a boycott of the 
street railway among the laboring people, 
which, they claim,-will be so effective as 
to make the operation of the cars a loss to 
the company, thereby gaining the strike. 
The cars were operated until 7 o’clock to- 
night, an hour latér than usual since the 


strike started. 


SITE FOR THE NAVAL STATION 


Titles at Charleston Have Been Per- 
fected—Transfer a Formality. 


Charleston, S. C., August 7.—(Special.)}— 
Before the end of the week the United 
States government will have secured more 
than 1,000 acres of land in Charleston, 
which will be used for the navy yard site. 
Titles to property bought from the city 
and the Lawton family have been per- 
fected, and the actual transfer is now a 
mere formality. The site cost $84,250, Dut 
this is a small trifle compared with the 
enormous amount to be expended on the 
station. Between now and the Ist of July, 
1901, the navy department has $250,00) 
available to begin the work, and, under 
the act of congress, the sum of $250,000 
has teen appropriated for the dry dock 
alone. The ertire cost of the stution will 
be in. the neighborhood of $6,000,000. The 
contracts are continuing in form, and, 
when once tarted, the construction will 
not be allowetl to lag. 

The plans for the station, which were 
drawn by a special naval board, have 
been approved, and the department is 
authorized to call for hids at once. Great 
headway will be made, and there is a gen- 
erai desire to have the dock completed at 
the earliest possible time. The dock will 
be of concrete and stone, capable of hold- 
ing the largest ship built or building for 
the United States navy, and, with the 
great depth of water in the harbor, the 
biggest ship afloat will be able to come in 
here for repairs. While the navy yard 
work is progresing the Larbor channel 
will be steadily improved, and all features 
will be in shape for the actual opening. 

The city has just begun to realize what 
it will mean to have the mavy yard here, 
The expenditure of more than $6,000,000 
on one project and the subsequent ex- 
penditures and work will give the busi- 
ness of Charleston aim impetus which 
could not have beep secured by any other 
means. The project has put new faith 
in the city, and there is a better and 
more substantial feeling in the business 
community.

Mississippians Believe It Will Re- 
sult in Nothing Being Done. 


MEN WERE NOT IN DISGUISE 


But Attempts Heretofore To Convict 
Lynchers Have Fail 
eral News of Mississippi.

Jackson, Miss., August 7.—(Special.)— 
The sensational lynching of three negroes 
at Carrollton Thureitay affords an excel- 
lent opportunity to make a fair test of 
the possibility of convicting the members 
of a mob in a cotrt in Mississippi. There 
was no pretense at concealment what- 
ever, and the press dispatches from the 
scene state that Judge Stevens ani Bis- 
trict Attorney Hill threw <heir arns 
arcund the necks of the leaders of the 
mob and implored them,to abandon their 
project, which naturally leads to the con- 
clusion that there would be no @ifliculty 
in identifying these men. It ts a signifi- 
cant fact, however, that neither Judge 
Stevens nor Mr. Hill went to the scene 
of the execution with the mob, and are 
therefore, unable to state positively that 
the men who took the prisoners from the | 
jail participated in the execution. Assur- 
ances have already been given of a rigid 
investigation, but it is generally believed 
that it will result 'n no indictments be 
ing found, which has always Deen the 
case heretofore on such occasions. 


At its meeting next Monday the board 
of supervisors of Adams ccunty will again 
wrestle with the back tax claims filed 
some time since by State Revenue Agent 
Adams. The board of supervisors and 
the city council of Natchez have both as- 
sessed the taxes agains’ the delinquents, 
amounting to about $125,000, but thus far 
very few have paid up, and now the 
two bodies have no alternative other than 
to direct that the property be sold to set- 
tlé the claims. Litigation in the courts 
will naturally follow, and in these pro- 
ceedings the revenue agent will be rep- 
resented by Jvrdge Tim FE. Cooper, of 
Memphis, formerly chief justice of the 
Mississippi supreme court. The original 
‘ist of delinquents prepared by the reve- 
nue agent has been greatly cut down, and 
it is belleved that ell the claims now 
tending will stand the test of legal in- 
vestigation, . 


Numerous complaints are being made 
of excessive rates being charged for 
freight transportation on the Yazoo river, 
and the merchants of Sartartia have 
pledged themselves to patronize a new 
company if promise is made of reasonable 
rates, thus virtually declaring a boycott 
on the company that now enjoys prac- 
tically a monopoly of the river trade. It 
is very probable that the question of rates 
on the Yazoo river will be referred to the 
railread commission at the next session. 
Little or no headway has ever been made 
by that body in adjusting river rates, 
and the complaints made. by that body in 
the past have been exceedingly few. 


It is very probable that in his biennial 
report to the legislature, Secretary Hun- 
ter, of the state board of health, will 
recommend the establishment of a bureau 
of vital statistics to be operated in con- 
junction with the health board, and which 
would be a simple matter, by merely re- 
quiring the county health officers to file 
monthly reports of the deaths occurring 
within their jurisdiction. Several inquiries 
have recently been received by Secretary 
Hunter asking for statistics on the death 
rate in the state and the most generally 
prevalent diseases, which he has been un- 
able to furnish on account of the lack of

No Trace of Men Who Stole 
Gold: Bullion 


PLOT HATCHED IN PRISON 


It Is Believed That Released Con- 
victs Were Prominent in Rob- 
bery of Smelter Works. 
Reward of $5,000 Is 
Offered. 


San Francisco, August 7.—The daring 
and skillfully executed robbery of the 
Selby smelting works at Vallejo Junc- 
tion still puzzles the police and no clew 
has been discovered as to the where- 
abouts of the $280,000 in gold bullion which 
was taken from the vault. 

Early today Detective Gibson brought 
in a witness who he believes can give 
{nformation which may lead to the detec- 
tion of the robbers. It is now believed by 
the police that some of the plunder is 
secreted in the hills back of the smelting 
works. 

A great effort is being made to learn 
the movements of a paroled convict who 
fis under suspicion. The police have a 
theory that the plot was hatched in the 
state prison at San Quentin and call at- 
tention to the fact that a convict imme- 
diately after his release was seen in the 
neighborhood of the smelting works. The 
paroled convict whom the detectives sus- 
pect was in prison when the other convict 
Was released. Upon being paroled he 
also appeared in Crockett, but soon dis- 
appeared. The clews obtained so far 
strengthen the suspicion that the paroled 
convict may be the man wanted, as years 
ago he was employed at the Selby works. 

No vessel except the schooner Occi- 
dental, bound for Eureka, is known to 
have left the Golden Gate on Monday 
night, as she sailed from Sausalito, on 
the north side of the bay. 

At first it was considered certain that 
the gold was removed from the vicinity 
of the works by a boat, but this is now 
goubted, as the thieves left a suspicious 
trail to the water’s edge. A place where 
@ lookout might have been stationed has 
been found on a hill above the works.

The smelting company holds: itself re- 
BSponsible for the entire loss and states 
that none of its employees is suspected of 
complicity in the crime 

President A. J. Ralston, of the Selby 
Smelting works, stated today that he had 
heard nothing of a definite nature from 
the detectives at work on the case. Mr. 
Ralston said that a reward of $5,000 had 
been offered for the capture of the men. 

At the Pinkerton detective agency it 
Was stated that there were no develop- 
ments of importance in the case, but that 
the detectives had strong hopes of run- 
ning down the robbers.

MANUFACTURING IN FLORIDA 


State Makes Good Showing in the 


Census Report. 

Washington, August 7.—The census bu- 
réau today issued a preliminary report 
on the manufacturing industries of Flori- 
da and of the city of Jacksonville. It 
Shows there were 2,115 manufacturing 
establishments in Florida in 1900, an in- 
crease of almost 163 per cenft.since 1890. 
These 1900 had a total capital of $34,- 
473,997, an increase of 210 per cent; an 
@verage of 37,094 wage earners, an in- 
crease of almost 183 per cent; total wages, 
$11,369,367, an increase of almost 92 per 
cent; miscellaneous expenses, $2,411,539, 
an increase of practically 97 per cent; 
the aggregate value of the products, in- 
cluding custom work and repairing, was 
$38,189,894, an increase of almost 110 per 
cent. 

For Jacksonville the report shows 195 
establishments with a 
total capital of $2,068,663, an average of 
1,602 wage earners, aggregating $645,921 in 
Wages; miscellaneous expenses, $153,295; 
cost of materials used, $1,007,924; value of 
product, including custom work and re- 
pairing, $2,312,209.

Young Riggin was prob- 
ably the first to enter the building and it 
is supposed he was stricken with an epi- 
leptic fit, to which he was subject, as he 
was found by the firemen lying between 
two coffins on the upper floor soon after 
they began playing upon the flames 
burned to a crisp.

Washington, August 7—Counsel for Wil- 
liam F. McSpadden and other citizens of 
the Cherokee Indian nation today filed a 
brief at the interior department in oppo- 
sition to the application of the Cherokee 
Oil and Gas Company for leases of oil 
lands in the Cherokee nation, They con- 
tend that the Cherokee act authorizing 
the sub-leasing of oil and mineral rights 
to those not citizens of the nation was 
a nullity and in conflict with the treaty 
of 1866 and the act of June 30, 1834; that 
the company had infringed on the proper- 
ty of citizens without their written con- 
sent; that the acts of congress of May, 
1889, and May, 1890, did not confer upon 
the Cherokee nation the right to lease its 
lands for ojl mining; that the company’s 
sole relief is from the Cherokee national 
council, and that the lease of which the 
company is the sub-lessee expired by 
limitation August 9, 1900.

Lawton, Okla., August 7.—The home- 
steaders who have filed thus far have 
selected their claims near Lawton with- 
out regard to the quality of the land. 
Fine agricultural land ten or twelve miles 
from town has gone unnoticed, while in- 
ferior land two or three miles closer in 
has been claimed.

FRANCHISES ARE GRANTED 


Railway Companies Given 
Grants by County Board. | 


Power Company—Transit 
Company Gets One. 


The board of county commissioners, at 
their regular meeting yesterday morning, 
granted two street railway trenchiece | 
one to the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company and one to the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company. 

The franchise to the former company 
was secured bv individuals—President Er- 
nest C. Woodruff, of the company, Joel 
Hurt and T. K. Glenn—and gives them 
the privilege to extend the East Point 
line from East Point to College Park. 
The franchise to the Rapid Transit com- 
pany permits the company to construct 
a line from near the corner of Oak and 
Holderness streets in West End to a point 
near Westview cemetery. 

S. N. Connally, representing the East 
Point Land Company, advocated placing 
a restriction on the franchise to the 
Railwhy and Power company to the effect 
that it be required to make twelve trips 
on the line daily. The board agreed to 
such a clause and voted it in the fran- 
chise. The term of the franchise was 
made equal to the term of the charter 
of the company. The company is also 
required to keep the road in repair. The 
line is to be constructed along the chert 
road. 

Those applying for the franchise ob- 
jected to restrictions being placed on it 
and asked the board to pass it free from 
such clauses. The commissioners, how- 
ever, did not reconsider their action. 

Same Conditions Required. 


The franchise to the Rapid Transit 
campany was granted on conditions simi- 
lar to those required of the Railway and 
Power company. The line is to begin 
near the junction of Oak and Holderness 
streets, running to Gordon street, and 
thence to near the corner of Gordon and 
Hunter streets, a point near Westview 
cemetery. 

Commissioner Forrest Adair expressed 
himself as being “in favor of requirfng 
the companies to pay the county for nine 
feet of paving along the routes, but such 
a provision was not incorporated in the 
franchises. 

The finance committee of the board 
was authorized to borrow $15,000 with 
which to meet the expenses for the month 
of July. 

For the past two months the board 
has borrowed $20,000 for each month, but 
it is thought that $15,000 will be suf- 
ficient to meet the expenses of the past 
month. The county will have to con- 
tinue its policy of borrowing until the 
taxes begin to be received in the fall. 

Other matters of a routine nature were 
considered during the meeting.

CIGARETTES SOLD TO MINORS 


Police Officer Gets His Son To Buy 
from Dealers. | 


TO EXTEND EAST POINT LINE | NINE CASES IN ALL ARE MADE 


All the Nine Defendants Were Bound 
Over to State Courts—Some 
Caustic Remarks. 


Nine defendants were lined up tn the 
recorder’s court yesterday afternoon on 
the charge of selling cigarettes to mi- 
nors. 

The defendants were E. H. Greenway. 
Henry Weatherly, Leonard Boone, John 
McMillan, C. B. Ray, George Moore, 
John Brown, Nick Poole and James Val- 
las. 

Officer Bone, who has been doing spe- 
cial work in citizens’ clothes, stated that 
he got his son, a youth 15 years of age, 
to go into several stores to buy cigarettes. 
The nine persons arraigned had sold him 
cigarettes and had violated the state 
law. 

The youth stated that he had gong at 
his father’s bidding and bought the cige- 
arettes. 

Attorney Lowry Arnold, who represent- 
ed the defendants, questioned Officer 
Bone very closely about his having sent 
his own son off to make the purchases. 
Young Bone admitted that his father had 
promised him $2 for the work. 

The defendants all stated that they did 
not intend to violate the law. Some of 
them were clerks and their bosses told 
the court that they had strict orders not 
to sell to minors. 

Recorder Broyles said he was surprised 
that some of the defendants who had sold 
the cigarettes were minors themselves. 

“Tt don’t think the state law contem- 
plates for minors to sell cigarettes any 
more than for minors to buy them,” re- 
marked the recorder. “I would advise 
you dealers to get grown men with some 
discretion to do the selling.’’ 

Attorney Arnold made very caustic re- 
marks in his speech about Officer Bone 
making his young son a “stool-pigeon.”’ 

‘“T don’t understand why,” said the at- 
torney, “‘Bone did not get a small boy. 
This son of his could éasily be taken for 
a man of 21, and, in fact, witnesses here 
have said that they would take him for 
21. It is a sad day for this youth when 
his father starts him off in life by mak- 
ing him a stool-pigeon.”’ 

The attorney quoted from a decision 
in which the supreme court had held that 
no law was violated when a minor could 
easily be taken for an adult. , 

Recorder Broyles said there was undis- 
puted evidence that the defendants had 
sold a minor cigarettes and he weuld 
bind them over to the state courts in 
bonds of $50 each.

TOBACCO RATES TOO HIGH 


Bo Havana Buyers Claim—Believe 
That Lower Duties Are Being 

Opposed by Tobacco and 

Sugar Interests of 
United States.

Havana, August 7.—The union of to- 
bacco buyers of Havana was recently 
asked by the merchants’ union to give 
an opinion as to the duties levied in the 
United States upon Cuban tobacco. The 
reply was to the effect that the duty on 
cigars should be reduced to $2.50 per 
pound, irrespective of value, and that 


the duties on wrappers and (fillings 
should be reduced 20 and 25 cents, respec- 
tively, per pound. 

A long preamble asserts that Cuba, if 
she does not obtain concessions to which 
she has a perfect right, in view of the 
fact that she is under the economic as 
well as the political protection of the 
United States, should ask for annexa- 
tion. 

“This the United States would grant.’”’ 
the preamble goes on to say, ‘“‘as it would 
be in conformity with the desire of a 
majority of the American people. Thus 
the successful opposition of the sugar 
and tobacco interests of the United States 
to granting concessions to Cuba would 
only result in the ruin of those interests, 
since, with annexation, Cuba would have 
free trade and this would mean the over- 
throw of the sugar and tobacco interests 
in the states.”’ 

At today’s meeting of the constitu- 
tional convention Senor Cisneros pre- 
@gented a resolution that Senor Giberga 
be called upon to explain what he meant 
in his recent declaration that Marti was 
the evil genius of Cuba or to withdraw 
from the convention. 

The convention adopted a modification 
of the resolution expressing sympathy 
with the attitude of Senor Cisneros and 
disapproving the conduct of Senor Giber- 
ga, but at the same time asserting that 
it had no power to go further into the 
matter. 


FRANCO-TURKISH TROUBLES. 


‘It Is Thought That an Adjustment 
May Be Reached. 

Paris, August 7.—A high official of the 
French foreign office today explained to 
the correspondent of ‘Ye Acsociated Press 
the nature of the dirficulty at Constanti- 
rople between the French ambassador 
there, Mr. Constans, and the Turkish 
| government. 

There are two matters at issue between 
France and Turkey. The affair of the 
Quay company and a number of claims of 
Frenchmen against the porte, the amount 
of which was fixed and payment prom- 
ised long ago.

It is persible that he mav havo 
to renew M. Constans’ intimation re- 
warding his recall, but it is more likely 
that the incident will not reach that 
point. In fact, it is probable that tne 
matter will be speedily settled in a man- 
ner satisfactory to France. The mem- 
-bers of the Turkish embassy here main- 
tain diplomatic ‘silence. 


A COAL MONOPOLY IS SOUGHT 


Americans Trying To Control Sales 
at Marseilles. 


London, August 7.—The British consn- 
lar report regarding trade at Marseilles, 
issued this morning, declares that the 
most vital recent development, from a 
British viewpoint, is the determined at- 
tempt of the United States to obtain a 
monopoly of the coal imports at that 
port. The report says it is certain that a 
large share of the future trade and com- 
mercial activity, both at Marseilles and 
in the south of France generally, will be 
absorbed by the United States and a 
considerable portion of it at the expense 
of the United Kingdom unless British 
traders wake up to the danger and fight 
it by combination. 

“A great coal combine is contemplat- 
ed,”’ the consul adds. “Without it 
American coal will surely share the mar- 
ket, but will not be able to entirely oust 
British coal. It would simply be a ques- 
tion of freights and quality, both of 
which are against the United States, but 
the proposed combine looks dangerous.”

Berlin,. August 7.—Tt has been definitely 
decided that the funeral of the Dowager 
Empress Frederick will take place Tues- 
day next, August 13. The remains will 
be deposited in the Friedenskirche mau- 
soleum, near Potsdam. 

Some comment has been made ‘» the 
press upon the fact that but few details 
of the last moments of Dowager Empress 
Frederick have been given to the pub- 
lic. The Frankfurter Zeitung now prints 
the following particulars: 

Emperor William and the empress were 
at the bedside from 6:30 a. m. until the 
end. Frequently the emperor warmly 
clasped his mother’s hand. She was 
fully consciovs until noon and suffering 
great agony. Then she gradually became 
unconscious. Soon after 6 p. m. the phy- 
sicilans gave a sign that dissolution was 
approaching. The emperor grasped her 
hand and held it until the last, the other 
members of the family kneeling silently 
around the bed. 

Emperor William has issued a decree 
ordering the army to go in mourning for 
six weeks and giving minute details as 
to how the mourning emblems are to be 
worn. There will be no military music 
for eight days. Court circles have been 
notified as to how the ladies and gen- 
tlemen of the German court must dress 
till November 5. The ladies are to wear 
full mourning until August 26, medium 
mourning until September 23 and minor 
mourning until November 5. Some of the 
papers take exception to the mourning or- 
der. One paper, referring to the post- 
ponements of public entertainment and 
devotional and theatrical performances 
until after the funeral, says it believes 
this will hinder, to a certain degree, the 
purpose for which it was designated. 

It contrasts with Emperor srederick’s 
liam I,.in which he declined to make any 
order upon the death of Kmperor Wil- 
mourning regulations, leaving the people 
to show their sympathy in their own 
way. ‘ 
Nachrichten (Prince 
Bismarck s via organ) draws upon its 
editor’s reminiscences by saying that 
Prince Bismarck repeateuly asserted in 
private conversation that it was quite 
untrue that the Empress’ Frederick 
caused him great obstacles during Em- 
peror Frederick's reign, adding that on 
the contrary there was no time in his en- 
tire career in which he was freer from 
friction than during the ninety-nine days. 

The Berliner Neueste Nachrichten, an 
influential conservative organ, which al- 
so cherishes Bismarckian traditions, has 
asserted repeatedly that Empress Fred- 
erick took part in the intrigues which 
caused Prince Bismarck’s downfall, say- 
ing: 

“She was much too shrewd a woman to 
do so.”’ 


Commons Are Sympathetic. 


London, August 7.—King Edward, 
Queen Alexandra, Princess Victoria and 
Prince Nicholas of Greece, who is the 
guest of their majesties, wil! start for 
Hamburg Friday to attend the funeral 
services of Empress Frederick to be held 
in the presence of the family next Sun- 
day. 

A resolution providing for an address 
of condolence with King Edward and 
sympathy with Emperor William on the 
death of the Dowager Empress Fred- 
erick, their sister and mother, respective- 
ly, was unanimously adopted in the 
house of commons today. Mr. Balfour, 
the government leader, in moving the 
resolution, highly eulogized the exem- 
plary life of the daughter, wife and moth- 
er, who throughout her life strove to the 
utmost to promote mutual comprehension 
and sympathy between two great nations, 
upon whom so0 much of the future of 
civilization depends. 

McKinley to King Edward. 

Washingt, ‘August 7.—President Mc- 
Kinley today sent the following message 
of condolence to King Edward, upon the 
death of his sister, the Dowager_Kmpress 
Frederick of Germany: 

“State Department, Washingtoh, Au- 
gust 7.—His Majesty, Edward VII, Lon- 
don: I tender to your majesty sincere 
condolence by reason of the death of 
your beloved sister, her majesty the 
Dowager Empress_- Frederick of_Ger- 
many. WILLIAM M’KINLEY,.”

Machias Has Been Ordered To 
Take on Coal and Hasten 
fo Colon, 


UNITED STATES BOUND 
TO KEEP RAILWAY OPER 


Once Before, Warships Were Sent to 
Colon and Marines Landed To 
Guard Railway—Present 
Trouble Is Hardly 
Considered. 


Washington, August 7.—An order was 
issued by the acting secretary of the navy 
today for the gunboat Machias, now at 
the Boston navy yard, to proceed without 
delay to Hampton Roads and there to 
prepare for departure to Colon, north- 
eastern terminus of the Panama railroad. 

At the navy department it is explained 
that this movement has been ordered with 
a view of having the Machias take obser- 
vations in the vicinity of the isthmus. In 
announcing the action of the department 
it was officially stated that ‘‘it is deemed 
needful that a United States war vessel 
be in that vicinity at this time.’’ 

The order to the Machias followed a 
conference held at the navy department 
between Acting Secretary of State Adee 
and Acting Secretary of the Navy Hack- 
ett. Mr. Adee had the dispatch received 
from Consul Gudger last night, stating 
that the revolutionists had held up a 
train for an hour at Marachin on the line 
of the railroad across the isthmus, and 
only about 15 miles from Panama city. 
While this was not regarded as threat- 
ening an interruption of traffic or giving 
any ground for intervention by the United 
States, yet it was deemed advisable by 
the officials that one of our ships should 
be in the neighborhood tn order that suit- 
able observations could be made and 
steps taken to meet any serious emer- 
gency that might arise. 


No Need To Land Marines. 


For the present officials do not believe 
there will be any need of !anding marines. 
The commander of the Machias, Lieuten- 
ant Commander Mason Sergeant, is re- 
farded as an officer of tact and ability, 
and beside this he has had recent expe- 
rience in West Indian waters, having been 
in command of the Scorpion when she 
made her recent trip to La Guayra to 
keep watch on American interests in Ven- 
ezuela, | 

The Machias is a gunboat of 1,177 tons 
displacement with twin screws and good 
steam capacity. She has -eight 4-inech 
guns in her main battery, six rapid fires 
and one automatic gun. Her run to the 
isthmus depends somewhat on the length 
of her stay at Hampton Roads, but it {s 
believed she will be ready to proceed with 
little or no delay, in which case the trip 
will take about ten days or two weeks. 

The position of the United States as to 
maintaining free traffic across the isth- 
mus of Panama was fully defined in 18835, 
when extensive naval operations were 
carried on there. An outbreak somewhat 
similar to the present one occurred early 
in the year, and the insurgents captured 
Panama and burned Aspinwall. When 
traffic became effectually blocked, the 
United States determined to act, and the 
north Atlantic squadron, under Rear Ad- 
miral Jouett, was sent to the isthmus. At 
the same time the navy department sent 
an expeditionary force from New York 
consisting of 750 seamen and 
commanded by Commander B. 
Calla, and including three 
three 3-inch rifled guns, 

Jouett Stopped the Trouble, 

Admiral Jouett arrived at the isthmus 
April 10, and at once landed marines and 
issued orders to open transit across the 
isthmus. Two armored cars, fitted with 
howitzers, gatling and hotchkiss guns, 
were sent over the line, clearing the way. 
Garrisons of marines were placed at As- 
pinwall and Marachin, the latter place 
being where the revolutionists have now 
held up a train, according to Consul Gud- 
ger’s dispatch of yesterday. Commander 
McCalla’s expedition established head- 
quarters at Panama. Here the revolu- 
tionary leader, Aizpuru, was in full con- 
trol, and was erecting barricades expect- 
ing a battle with the Colombian army. 
Commander McCalla acted energetically, 
and gathering his full force, occupied 
Panama on April 24, arrested Aizpuru, 
and the other leaders and held them pris- 
oners until agreement was signed that 
fighting should not take place within the 
city. Three days later the Colombian 
army arrived and at a conference between 
the government generals, Aizpuru and 
Admiral Jouett, the insurgents capitu- 
lated. All of the United States forces 
were then withdrawn and were back itn 
New York on May 16. 

The present trouble on the isthmus is 
far less formidable than that of 1885, but 
the procedure is made clear in case the 
insurgents obstruct traffic. There is no 
present purpose of sending a ship down 
from the Pacific side.

Vancouver, B. C., August 7.—Among 
the passengers on the Empress of Japan 
today was the Rt. Rev. Bishop Graves, 
D.D., who has had charge of the missions 
of the Episcopal church of the United 
States in the Yang Tse valley and south- 

ern China for the last twenty years. 

Bishop Graves reports that affairs are 
becoming more settled in China and ex- 
pressed the hope that the treaty of peace 
would soon be signed. There is consider- 
able trouble yet from small bands of 
boxers and brigands but they are being 
rapidly exterminated. Regarding Li 
Hung Chang’s ability to act as arbitrator 
in the settlement of the difficulties, 
Bishop Graves said he did not possess 
the confidence of the majority of the 
church officials.

Berlin, August 7.—Dr. Hans Blum, one 
of the biographers of Bismarck, has be- 
come mentally deranged owing fo his 
losses through the recent failure of the 
Leipsziger bank and has been placed in 
an asylum. He is a son of Robert Blum, 
who was executed in Vienna during the 
revolution of 1848.

Senator Tillman, of South Carolina, 
is always pungent as well as pictur- 
esque, and when people from far off 
Wisconsin call upon him for a speech 
he feels it his duty to give them their 
money’s worth. Such an occasion hap- 
pened during the past week, in which 
Senator Tillman is described as mak- 
ing “an eloquent plea in justification 
of lynching, saying that southern wom- 
-en should not be brought into court 
to testify to their shame and degre- 
dation for the purpose of convicting 
‘beast.”’ 
received with applause, so that to tha 
extent we may discount some of the 
adverse newspaper criticisms which 
have been passed upon him. 

The Chicago Inter Ocean does not 
take to the Tillman view, but admit 


that “the fundamental instincts of de- | 


cent human nature are so outraged by 
certain offenses that they revolt at any’ 
delay in the punishment of the offend- 
er.” Notwithstanding the provocation 
for lynch law and the criticism under 
‘which the people of the south have had 
to suffer because of such enforcement, 
there are many incidents going to 
prove that another view is finding force 
and that the courts of the land will 
thereafter settle these cases instead of 
the vengeance of the mob. We have 
just had two cases in the vicinity of 
‘Atlanta to point to. In the neighboring 
city of Marietta, under circumstances 
of the greatest provocation, the people 
eo restrained themselves and were so 
encouraged by the prompt action of a 
decisive judge that they awaited regu- 
lar trial and had the satisfaction of 
seeing the penalty of the law regularly 
jenforced. But a day or two since a 
second case of similar character has 
occurred. The prisoner was taken to 
the place of trial, received his sentence 
and will in due time pay the penalty 
of avenged law. The people are awak- 
ing to the fact that there should be no 
hesitation on the part of a vicfim {fn 
telling the circumstances to judge and 
jury, because it furnishes her the most 
complete vindication and makes the 
execution of sentence, when that point 
is reached, the more solemn and im- 
pressive. 

The passing of the stage of delirium 
is making progress, and there need be 
no fears that the people of the south, 
having entered into this new stage, 
will carry it to a conclusion agreeable 
to law and at the same time none the 
less assertive of their high regard for 
the sensibilities of womanhood.

A Triumph cf Law. 

The final conviction of Sanford Ja- 
cobi in the city of Montgomery must 
be regarded as a great triumph of law. 

It is not necessary to enter into the 
details of the crime with which this 
man was charged. It is enough to 
know that he took advantage of all 
the obstacles so kindly placed at the 
disposal of offenders, and that over all 
justice has triumphed and he must pay 
the penalty for his offense. While the 
end was all that could be asked for, 
the progress of the case itself displayed 
many of the weaknésses of our judicial 
system and made plain the necessity 
for reform. Three times this man was 
brought before the courts.’ The third 
occasion, while resulting in conviction, 
developed the absence of the main wit- 
ness Which might have led to acquittal. 
The custom of playing with the time 
of court and delaying final action until 
witnesses are either dead or are tired 
out is one responsible for much of the 
dissatisfaction with law. People are 
not prone to take the law into their 
own hands as long as they can have 
some assurance that it will find en- 
forcement, but when they see guilty 
men successfully fighting the courts 
for years they naturally become in- 
dignant. The Montgomery case, how- 
ever, indicate® that the courts are get- 
ting a firmer hold upon affairs, and 
the time may come when continuances 
and new trials will be things of the

Extravagance of a Speech-Maker. 
The average industrial congress is 


chiefly remarkable for the extravagance 


of speech makers who have been ge- 
lected to electrify the general pub- 
lic. At a recent “congress” of this sort 
held in a Texas city one of the speak- 
ers, feeling that he had to say some- 
thing that would attract attention, 
gave utterance to this: 


Take the average home, a house 
which offers shelter neither from the 
heat of the sun nor the fufy of the storm. 
barren in its equipment, wanting in most 
of those things which make for ordinary 
comfort; the life of its inmates a daily 
grind of drudgery, fringed with no gaiety 
and unrelieved by hours of thoughtful 
repose; unceasing labor varies only in 
its.forms, and care and misfortune press 
upon the heels of each other with such 
rapid tread that the symbols of deep 
anxiety are rarely missing from the con- 
scious brow on its pathway from the 
cradle to the grave. 


Of course a statement so general in 


character and so scattering in accu- 


sation cannot be well discussed, but 
The Baltimore Herald has disposed of 
it sufficiently when it says: 

Climatic conditions may reduce the en- 
ergies of the southern farmer, in a meas- 
ure, but wonderful natural productive- 
ness more than makes up for the de- 
ficiency. The average country home in 
the south is comfortable, nor is the daily 
life of its inmates one of grinding toil. 
Almost every southern farmhouse sec- 
tion has its churches and schools, and 
its pleasant social gatherings in summer 
and in winter. Nature supplies an 
abundance of fruits and vegetables and 
flowers. 

In all of the country there are to be 
found no happier people than the south- 
ern farmers and their families. The au- 
thor of the paper which is being so wide- 
ly quoted must have been woefully mis- 
informed. 

The south has been misrepresented 
just as much by some of its enthusias- 
tic speech makers as it has been by 
the car. window observer who takes a 
run of three hours through a state and 
then proceeds to write a book upon its 
economical and sociological condition. 

We want more facts and fewer flow- 
ers; the harder the facts the better.

The South’s Industrial March. 


The figures for the fiscal year just 
closed show that cotton has well main- 
tained its place as the royal product 
of the United States. 

That the value of the raw cotton 
exported in the fiscal year 1900 should 
have averaged $1,000,000 per day for 
every day in the year is a remarkable 
record. The figures show that the 
total value of raw cotton exported in 
1900 was $313,673,443, against $290,712,- 
898 in the best year ever before known, 
1891; and the total value of cotton, 
cotton goods, cotton seed oil and meal 
and other products of that plant ex- 
ported was $365,405,707. In quantity 
the exports of the year were not so 
great as in 1895, 1898 or 1899, but the 
price was so much better that the 
value exceeded by many millions that 
of the years of the greatest movement 
as measured in pounds. This brings 
the export value of cot#on and its 
products above that of all breadstuffs 
or all classes of provisions, and only 
about $100,000,000 less than breadstuffs 
and provisions combinéd, the year’s 
exports of breadstuffs being $275,594,- 
618, and of provisions, $196,958,878. The 
aggregate value of the cotton exports 
in the last decade is more than $2,000,- 
000,000. , 

There are other crops which bring 
great sums of money into the coun- 
try, some of which on occasion may 
even exceed the value of the raw cot- 
ton crop. All of these, however, suffer 
from their temporary character, in 
that they must find immediate sale or 
go to waste. As was shown by Colonel

several days ago, cotton is the one 
crop that can be stored without loss 
even for fifty years at a time. It is 
this standard value which makes cot- 
ton so much more important than ev- 
ery other. It is a cash collateral in 
any market, as good as the signature 
of J. Pierpont Morgan himself, and 
more reliable than nine-tenths of the 
securities locked up in the vaults of the 
Bank of England. As with a staple 
crop, so of its manufactured products.

The Honest Potato. 

It would be hard to describe the 
dismay which would come over the av- 
erage household on the announcement 
that the potato crop of the whole

discomfort. The potato at the present 


W day is a subject of warm discussion 


among housekeepers. The price has 
advanced. Why, is not readily seen; 
but when the information is vouch- 
safed that it is because of the recent 
very hot weather, it will be seen that 
we are entering upon qa year of high 
Prices in the Balti- 
more market, for instance, are higher 
than they have been for twenty years, 
ruling from between $3.50 to $4 per 
barrel. The American says that most 
of the potatoes brought into the Bal- 
timore market have been from Vir- 
ginia and southern Maryland. The 
supply from these territories is about 
exhausted, but the effect will continue 
upon the crops yet to be marketed 
from New Jersey, New York and Mich- 
igan, in which latter state potatoes 
come inte market in September and 
October. 

The Pittsburg Dispatch regards the 
high prfces as the result of a corner. 
It has discovered that some daring 
speculator has started to make a cor- 
ner upon reports that the southern 
crop is a failure outside of Maryland, 
and it is thought about $5 a bushel 
will be the retail price in a short time. 
According to The Dispatch, the Penn- 
sylvania potato crop is not a failure 
by any means. The early plantings 
about ready for market would bring 
a fortune to the farmers of that state 
if they could dispose of them at the 
rumored $5 qa bushel. But they do not 
believe that any such condition will 
arise, and that before the year is out 
nature will supply the vacancy from 
some source, 

The effect of the potato famine has 
also been felt in Cincinnati, where $4 
a barrel rules. The strain on the pock- 
et book is described as terrific. The 
Commercial Tribune believes the strin- 
gency to be the natural outcome of 
actual conditions. “There is nothing 
of the stock jobbing business,” says 
this paper, “in the high jump taken by 
the homely, but honest and circular 
tuber. The hot sun baked out the crop 
which awaited, day by day, the re- 
freshing showers which promised to 
come, but which fell by the wayside— 
at least they fell not in the potato 
field—and high prices were the result. 
There were rumors of corners in pota- 
toes, and there was justification for 
the rumors, but the prices put on the 
honest old lumper were justified by the 
shortness of the crop and the demand 
that was made in all quarters.” 

The rains of the last few days have 
come in fortunate time for the devel- 
apment of the later crops and will 
probably have the effect of giving us 
cheaper potatoes later on. To _ the 
farmers of. Georgia this subject should 
be one of interest. In large sections 
of this state the potato can be grown 
to as great perfection as anywhere in 
the world. There is no reason why 
such cities as Atlanta, Macon, Augus- 
ta, Columbus and others of like impor- 
tance should have to depend upon the 
distant north and west for an article 
of food that can be grown abundantly 
here at home. 
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The Playful Mosquito. 


We have already entered well into 
August, and the mosquito, which at 
times has been troublesome, has scarce- 
ly made himself perceptible. 

During June and July of two years 
ago the mosquito was a general annoy- 
ance. One year ago his coming was 
somewhat belated, but he was all the 
more vicious when he did arrive. To 
the present time during’ this year 
we have been practically free from 
his annoyance. 

Whether the kerosene which the 
beard of health has carefully distrib- 
uted in the surrounding plague spots 
is to be thanked for this, we know not, 
but the general impression is that ker- 
osene can find the mosquito if applied 
in sufficient quantities. It is claimed 
that the only plece in New Orleans 
free from mosquitoes is the United 
States barracks at Camp Jackson. This 
is in the lower end of the city, in one 
of the worst mosquito districts of Lou- 
isiana, where the insects are so fierce 
and numerous that few soldiers were 
kept there during the summer. The 
reason given for this immunity is that 
the commanding officer began the oil 
treatment early, with the result that 
there is not a single mosquito at the 
barracks. This officer declares that the 
oil will not only prevent the hatching, 
but will kill the grown mosquitoes. ‘I 
have corraled several thousand mos- 
quitoes and tried the oil on them, and 
it invariably killed them. Just as soon 
as they get the fumes they go off and 
die, and that very quickly.”’ 

This experiment should be encour- 
aging to our local board of health fot 
to be sparing with the blessed kero- 
sene. Even if it does cost a little 
money it is worth the price in saving 
the patience of the people.

President John M. Egan, of the Central 
of Georgia, was in Atlanta yesterday and 
talked interestingly of the south Georgia 
peach and melon industry. He says that 
the people of south Georgia have made 
g00d money from their peach orchards 
this year and that they are just now 
beginning to come into their revenue 
from this source, as the orchards are all 
young and a large number of them have 
not yet begun to bear at all. More trees 
will be planted this year than have ever 
been planted before, as the people of the 
peach belt recognize the money that {s in 
the Georgia Elberta. In speaking of the 
aa for the fruft, President Egan 
said: 

The demand for the Georgia peach in 
New York and. other eastern cities is 
great, as the ‘Georgia Elberta’ is recog- 
nized as the best peach on the market. 
Another feature which is of interest to 
growers is that they are no longer sub- 
jected to losses from the rascality of 
brokers and commjssion men. So great 
is the demand that men on the ground 
are anxious to buv every crate as soon 
as it is packed and the peach grower has 
no more trouble in findine a market for 
his product than the cotton grower has 
in finding a market for his. Georgia 
cantaloupes are also in great demand 
and the production of them will be great- 
ly increased next year. The Georgia 
melon is superior to anything grown in 
California and besides is from four to 
five days nearer the eastern markets. 
The development of the fruit and melon 
trade has been very satisfactory to me, 
as I am alwavs giad to see the people 
along my line get good results from 
their outlay.” 

The Central of Georgia has been a 
potent factor in the growth of this in- 
dustry in Georgia in which the efforts 
of President Egan have played no small 
part. 

A meeting of the general division su- 
perintendents, trainmasters and chief dis- 
patchers of the Southern will convene 
in Atlanta today and continue until Fri- 
day. The roadmasters and superintend- 
ents will meet here Saturday. 

The north Georeia peach is now moving 
to market. The crop from south Georgia 
is about over. The Western and Atlantic 
and the Georgia report that they are 
handling twenty cars of north Georgia 
peaches daily for eastern markets. 

The Rio Grande as well as the Santa 
Fe is preparing to cope with the South- 
ern Pacific-Union Pacific combination for 
Pacific business. arrangements are be- 
ing made for opening branch offices in 
many cities which have hitherto not been 
occupied and it is rumored that a lively 
fight for business is likely to ensue. 

A new fruit country is being opened on 
the north Pacific coast; as will be seen 
from the following: 

“The success of. the recent shipments 
of Snake Réver fruit to St. Paul and New 
York was due to the new refrigerator ser 
vice of the Northern } :cific,”’ said Gen- 
eral Agent John W. Hill. ‘*‘The car of 
mixed fruits which sold for $1,700 on the 
New York market the other day was 
of the new refrigerator service. The fruit 
was in excellent condition. which is en- 
tirely due to the even temperature main- 
tained in these cars. Recent shipments 
to St. Paul netted the shippers $1,200 per 
car above freight charges when sold at 
auction. 

“This is the forerunner of a special 
fruit train service from Spokane to the 
Twin Cities and points east which will 
be inaugurated by the Northern Pacific 
this season. The plans are to run tri- 
weekly fruit trains composed exclusively 
of refrigerator cars. In the event this 
service proves inadequate special trains 
will be run. 

“St. Paul will be made the distributing 
point for Winnipeg, Chicago and points 
east. Shipments from Lewiston, Vineland 
and the Snake river, the Williamette val- 
ley and other Oregon points and central 
Washington will be conselidated at Spo- 
kane.’’ 

There are now fourteen railroad reading 
rooms on the Santa Fe system. Seven of 
these are located on the A. T. and 8. F. 
and seven on the lines west of Albu- 
querque. The vrivileges of these reading 
rooms consist of all the latest books, all 
the leading periodicals of the country, 
baths, games of all kinds, and lectures 
on scientific and social subjects by the 
eminent educators of the day—lectures on 
astronomy, chemistry, geology, phystfol- 
ogy, sociology, and kindred topics. All 
these privileges are absolutely free to all 
employees and their familles and the 
community in the smaller towns has al- 
ways been invited and welcomed. The 
reading rooms have usually been too 
small to accommodate the attendance, so 
that in many cases opera houses have 
been rented. 

More than 10,000 books are in circula- 
tion on the Santa Fe system. About 40 
per cent of these are fiction, 25 per cent 
are historical, 15 per cent are blograph- 
ical, 10 per cent technical, and the rest 
general. The families of the men have 
free use of the books and periodicals. 
Any employee has the privilege of order- 
ing any books he may desire to read. On 
the fairest estimate at the points where 
these reading rooms are located 90 per 
cent of the employees use them. 


The Manufacturers’ Record: The tanks 
for fuel ofl to be used by the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company for its loco- 
motives will have a capacity of 1,250,000 
gallons each. They are to be constructed 
at Houston and Beaumont, Texas; Lafay- 
ette and Algiers, La. It is also stated that 
the company is boring for oil on property 
it owns near Beaumont, with the view of 
supplying its own needs: Incidentally it 
may be stated that the demand for tank 
cars for transporting oil is such that a 
number of orders have recently been 
given to northern rolling stock companies 
by the Southern Pacific and other com- 
panies to be filled as soon as possible. 

The following from The Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin is of 
interest to all concerned with freight 
rates: 

“With the departure of the steamer 
Evelyn on Saturday from pier 4, North 
river, the mew direct. steamship service 
between this port and Pensacola, Fia., 
was inaugurated. The other vessel of 
the line is the steanier Mae. The sailings 
are to be fortnightiy. The new line is 
known as the Atlantic and Gulf Steam- 
ship line and will be operated in connec- 
tion with the Loulsville and Nashviile 
railroad. Shipments will be made from 
New York via Pensacola for points as far 
north as Nashville, and also for points on 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad, in- 
cluding Atlanta, Ga. The general agents 
of the new line are Messrs. A. H. Bull & 
Co., of this city. A feature of the ser- 
vice is that the rates to southern points 
are lower than those of the standard 
lines, the reduction ranging from 12 cents 
per 100 pounds on first-class to 3 cents per 
100 pounds on sixth-class freight,”

AND ASSISTANT: SECRETARIES 


Washington, August 7.—(Special.)}—Some 
of the critics of the administration de- 
clare that a government of assistant sec- 
1etaries and chief clerks now rules this 
free people. Not In years and years have 
so many heads of departments been 
away on vacations as at this time. The 
presicent has been absent from Waab- 
ingicn several months since the begin- 
nirg of his second term. During the pres- 
ent week Secretaries Hay, Root, Long 
and Hitchcock, Attorney General Knox 
and Postmaster General Smith were ab- 
sent from their desks, some for a week 
and others for a month. 

In addition Assistant Secretary Hill, 
who has been acting secretary of state 
fur the greater part of the time since 
March 4, and Third Assistant Secretary 
Cridler, of the state department, are out 
of town. Tuesday was a day of flitting. 
Secretary Long, Assistant Secretary Hill, 
Judge Advocate General Lemly, of the 
navy, commonly called the “Jag’’ because 
that is his designation in the naval cipher 
ccde, and Chief Constructor Bowles went 
away on that day, each for a vacation 
of a month. 

The state department is left in charge 
of Alvey A. Adee, second assistant secre- 
tary, whose peculiarities are the jest of 
every one in the immense granite state, 
war and navy building. Mr. Adee is very 
deaf and imagines when he is acting 
secretary that Atlas had an easy job 
in comparison with his. When he fs 
merely second assistant Mr. Adee wears 
a bicycle suit. When he becomes the 
acting head of the department, he hauls 
on a Prince Albert coat that reaches his 
knees and otherwise tries to live up 
to the dignity of his high office. At ordi- 
nary times, Mr. Adee’'s ailments call for 
pills out of only seven bottles. When he 
becomes acting secretary, so report has 
it, they require treatment from an even 
dozen bottles. He is ae funny little 
Scotchman who Is never heard of except 
when his two superiors are away. His 
specialty is writing condolences when 
royalty dies or when royalty has another 
baby. He is strong on that kind of heavy 
literary work. 

Another assistant secretary bowed down 
by weight of dignity because his chief ts 
away is Frank Hackett, who is in a row 
with Adn&Xral Crowninshield on account 
of some forgotten incident in the navy de- 
partment. Mr. Hackett is as jealous of 
the dignity of his office as a newly elected 
city counselor. When he was away a 
short time ago, Admiral Crowninshield, 
who became acting secretary, had an idea 
he was entitled to ride in one of the car- 
riages the government furnishes the ae- 
sistant secretary of the navy. Mr. Hack- 
ett’s coachman advised his employer of 
the admiral’s presumption. Quick as the 
wires could carry it came this answer 
from the dignity-laden Hackett: 

“Tet no one use my carriage except 
Willtie.’”’ 

“Willie” is a young hopeful 
Hackett family. Willle, therefore, 
in the government carriage wherever and 
whenever he liked. And yet this govern- 
ment is a pretty good one, even in times 
when it is one of assistant secretaries 
and chief clerks. That is probably be- 
cause no one takes the temporarily im- 
portant personages one-tenth as seriously 
as they regard themselves. 

Notwithstanding the torrid waves that 
hang over Washington, Representative 
Lon Livingston is here daily making the 
rods of the government departments io 
the interest.of his-constituents. Just now 
he is interested in securing desirable ap- 
pcintments for those young Georgians 
who have successfully passed their ex- 
anmdinations for admission to the regular 
army. Several of them have already gly 
qualified before the examining boards and 
are now anxiously awaiting for the pres- 
ident to hand them their commissions 
and for the secretary of war to assign 
them to active duty. Among the latter 
is Tjeutenant Cleveland Willcoxon, who 
passed a most creditable examination at 
Fort Monroe several weeks ago, and ts 
expecting h's assignment (to duty at an 


in the 
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early date. 

At the present time a large class of 
young men who were recently designated 
for appcintment are undergoing exam- 
inations before a military board at Fart 
Monroe. There are four Georgians in 
that class, including Lieutenants Hugh 5. 
Brown and William E. Persons, of At- 
lanta; J. J. Miller, of Augusta, and 
Gecrge M. Holly, of Fort Gaines. There 
are also several Georgians recently desig- 
nated for appointment here ‘boning’ for 
their ¢xaminations yet to come. Included 
in this Hst is Lieutenant Wade Hampton 
Westmoreland, of Atlanta, and Talbert 
Sniuthn, of Carrollton. 


It is learned here on very good author- 
ity that there will not be may more 
appointments in South Carolina like that 
of J. F. Richardson for postmaster at 
Greenville. In some quarters it has been 
assumed that because of Mr. Ricnard- 
son's appointment many of the o1d-lin® 
republicans who are holding office in 
South Carolina would have f> go to make 
room for men of Mr. Richardson's pol't- 
icul views. Such is not the case. It is 
stated that Lawson Melton will probably 
be reappointed marshal and E. A, Wel- 
ster collector of internal revenue if ths 
business conduct of their offices has been 
such as to insure thefr retention in of- 
fice.

Georgia's Consumption Exceeds 
All Previous Records by 
/5,000 Tons, 


SWD THE LAKD HAS BEEN 
MORE HEAVILY FERTILIZED 


Would Indicate a Larger Cotton 
Acreage Than Last Year—Lar- 
gest Consumption of Fer- 
tilizers Before Was in 
1897-98.

Georgia's consumption of fertilizers for 
the season just about closed was in the 
neighborhood of 0,000 tons. The exact 
figures from the books of the department 
of agriculture when they are given out 
in the bulletin of the commissioner, which 
will be within a few days, will not vary 
more .han a few hundred tons one way or 
the other from half a million, 

This is a remarkable increase in the 
consumption of fertilizers for the state, 
the largest amount ever used before in 
one season being in 1897-'98. The sales 
that season aggregated 424,081. It will be 
seen, therefore, that the present season 
surpasses the biggest season ever known 
before by something Itke 75,000 tons. 

The revenue from the sale of tags this 
year has been about $50,000. 

It has been known for some time that 
the sales of fertilizers in Georgia this 
Season were very much larger than last 
year, though no statement showing just 
bow much larger they were has been 
published‘ until now. The sales for the 
season of 149-1900 were 412,755.50 tons. This 
shows there has been an increase this 
year over last of somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of 90,000 tons. 


This is a big increase, and the question 
has becn asked as to what it means. Tne 
natural conclusion would be that it indi- 
cated a much heavier cotton acreage, but 
those who have studied the situation say 
this js not a fact. It is asserted by some 
who claim to have investigated the mat- 
ter that the farmers everywhere have 
used more fertilizers on the same land 
than they did last year, and made the 
land richer while the acreage was not 
materially increased. 

It is possible that this may have heen 
the case in a great many instances. Nevy- 
ertheless, it is true that the crop does not 
show results from incrersed fertilization. 
The cotton crop at present is said to be 
at least two weeks to a month behind 
what it was last year. The crop has had 
a good deal of bad weather to contend 
with, and this may heve offset to a great 
extent whatever advantage might have 
been gained by the use of more fertilizers, 

Reports from: all over the state have 
shown. too, that there has been an in- 
crease in the cotton acreage, though it 
is sald to be a comparatively small one. 
According to reports received at the de- 
partment of agriculture the increase was 
put down at from 3 to 10 per cent in dif- 
ferent sections of the state or an average 
of about 6 to 7 per cent. 

It is said also that more fertilizers were 
used this year for corn and other prod- 
ucts, and that by no means did the whole 
lot go on the cotton fields.

TO PASS PETERS. 
TREET GRANT 


Aldermen Will Leave Off Twenty- 
One-Year Amendment 


FOUR VOTES ARE ASSURED 


Kilpatrick Will Favor Giving the 
Rapid Transit Company a Line 
to West End at the Meet- 
ing of the Board This 
Afternoon. 


Citizens from the first and seventh 
wards will crowd the council chamber 
this afternoon when the aldermanic 
board meets to again take action on the 
franchise granting the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company a line along Peters 
street to West End. 

The fact that Alderman Kilpatrick haa 
decided to vote for the grant, stripped of 
his twenty-one-year amendment, assures 
the passage of the franchise in which 
shape as that it will prove acceptable to 
the company aplying for the route. 

There will be no tie vote in the board 
today if all the members are present. 
Messrs. Johnson, Day, Kilpatrick and 
LaHatte will vote for the franchise. Al- 
derman Pierce was seen again last even- 
ing and asked if he had decided to vote 
for the grant, now that his’ charter 
amendment providing for an occupation 
tax levy on all public utility concerns 
had been unanimously adopted by coun- 
cil. 

“I do not see how I can vote against 
the twenty-one-year clause,’ said 
he, “I am committed to short 
term grants and I cannot see 
how else I can vote. It is my in- 
tention to vote for changes in the lines 
of the other company only when such 
franchises are for twenty-one years. I 
think it is unfair to restrict one and not 
the other. 

“In regard to the Boulevard extension 
of the Forrest avenue line I am not cer- 
tain in my mind but that I shall move to 
non-concur in the action of council in 
passing the franchise minus the 21-year 
amendment. If Alderman Kilpatrick 
moves to strike that amendment from 
the Peters street line I think I shall pro- 
pose the amendment myself. Of course 
if there are to be four votes for the fran- 
chise for the long term any amendment 
which I might introduce would be 
stricken. I shall try to be consistent.” 

History of Franchise. 

The franchise giving the Rapid Transit 
company authority to build a line to the 
seventh ward was passed by council last 
month. It was made with the stipulation 
that the. line should not be commenced 
until a contract for a viaduct over the 
Peters street railroad crossing had been 
signed. This was entirely agreeable to 
the street car company. 

The company, however, put council and 
the aldermen on notice that the grant 
could not be accepted if there was to be 
any short term stipulation or a 31-3 cent 
fare clause inserted. A fare amendment 
was tacked to the franchise, but it was 
voted down in the meeting of the alder- 
manic board held July 18 and in its stead 
came the twenty-one-year amendment. 

This amendment was introduced by Al- 


derman Kilpatrick. Three members of the 
board voted for it and the same number 
voted against it. The mayor was called 
in to break the tie. He voted for the 
amendment, as he has always stood out 
for short term franchises. The ordinance 
as amended was then adopted, the same 
votes being recorded. It was then that 
Alderman LaHatte gave notice that he 
would move a reconsideration at the next 
regular meeting of the board. 

This, of course, held the ma“er up un- 
til this afternoon. Mr. LaHatte will 
make his formal motion and there will 
be enough votes to cause a reconsidera- 
tion of the action taken by the board on 
the i8th of last month. Then will begin 
the work of stripping the twenty-one- 
year clause frdm the main stalk. The 
process will not prove uninteresting and 
it is expected that there will be a large 
number of witnesses to the ceremony. 

The franchise which council passed 
gave authority to the Rapid Transit com- 
pany to lay its tracks-.on Oak street, in 
West End, beginning at Holderness 
street, along Oak to Peters, along Peters 
to Trinity avenue, along Trinity avenue 
to Whitehall and up Whitehall, con- 
demning the tracks of the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company for several 
blocks on that street. 

The Boulevard Extension. 

Last Monday afternoon council non- 
concurred in the action of the alder- 
manic board in affixing a twenty-one- 
year limit to the Boulevard extension 
of the Forrest avenue line, and the paper 
in this shape will come up in the alder- 
manic board meeting today for action. 

On Monday Alderman Pierce, who was 
the author of the t#wenty-one-year clause 
which was added to the Boulevard fran- 
chise, signed the report of the conference 
committee as being opposed to the 
amendment. He took the position that 
he did so only because he considered the 
extension merely a part of an incomplete 
system and not in the light of a separate 
franchise. 

Now he states that he may have made 
a mistake in agreeing to that report and 
intimated last evening that he might 
move to non-concur in the action already 
taken. He said, however, that he had not 
fully made up his mind as to exactly 
what he intended doing. It is not im- 
probable that he and Alderman _ Kil- 
patrick will hold a conference just prior 
to the meeting of the aldermanic board. 

During the meeting of the board action 
will be taken in regard to the purchase 
by the city of the chamber of commerce 
building. At Monday's session- council 
favored the idea of paying $7,500 cash and 
assuming a debt of $30,000 in order to get 
the property. It was stated at the time 
by Chairman Rawson, of the finance 
committee, that the city would probably 
save $20,000 in five years by such a deal. 

Just what the aldermen think of the 
matter remains to be seen. Several mem- 
bers of council offered strenuous objec- 
tion to the scheme, agd the mayor is re- 
ported as not approvihg it. In the event 
the aldermen concur in the action of 
council in this particular matter it is ex- 
pected that Mayor Mims will veto the 
paper. 

There are other matters that will en- 
gage the attention of the aldermen and 
the session today will doubtless prove 
exceedingly interesting.

MELVINA BROCK WILL 
SHARE IN CLEMENCY 


When the prison cOmmission takes ac- 
tion In the case of Dolly Pritchett, the 
Cherokee county girl now serving a life 
sentence in the penitentiary for infanti- 
cide, it is probable that it will take the 
same action tn the case of Melvina Brock, 
of Pickens county, who is serving a life 
sentence for a similar crime. : 

The two cases are similar only in the 
fact that the conviction of both was 
for the crime of infanticide. The evi- 
dence in the case Of Melvina Brock, 
whose mother was convicted at the same 
time with her and also given a life sen- 
tence, as it has come to the commission, 
indicates that there was a far less de- 
gree of guilt in her case than in that 
of Dolly Pritchett. 

Melvina Brock and her mother were 
convicted of infanticide in Pickens coun- 
ty about a year ago and were both given 
life sentences. The former was desper- 
ately sick at thé time of the commission 
of the alleged crime, and there are wit- 


nesses who say that it would have been 
impossible, almost, for her to have been 
guilty of it. In fact the mother says 
that if anybody is guilty it is she, for 
her daughter was so sick at the time 
that she knew nothing whatever of the 
death of her child. According to the 
story that has come to the commission, 
the death of the child was rather acci- 
dental than intentional. 

The circumstances of Melvina Brock’s 
case have interested the members of the 
commission no little. She is an older 
woman than Dolly Pritchett, being about 
thirty, but the facts of the case appeal 
strongly to the members of the commis- 
sion, and it is believed if Dolly Pritchett 
is pardoned that she may be sent to the 
Home of the Good Shepherd at George- 
town, D. C., Melvina Brock, and perhaps 
also her mother will be given freedom.

Hach year, an 
especially at this time, a large number 
of local manufacturers have applied for 
space for exhibits, but it is believed that 
many others be induced to display 
their wares if the matter was brought 
more forcibly to their attention. 

Menufacturers from the west appear 
very anxious to have thair products ex- 
hibited here, and it would seem that local 
merchants and manufacturers should be 

ually as willing to bring their own lines 
of goods to the attention of the home 
people. There will be other matters to 
engage the attention of the members of 
the board of directors. 


MAY KEEP TAR 
ON FREE WATER 


Commissioners Think There Is 
Bly Wasle Somewhere 


WANT METERS ON SERVICES 


During the Mid-Summer Holidays 
One of the Public Schools Used 
$90 Worth of Water. 
There Was No Ex- 
planation. 


There seems to be a strong sentiment 
in the board of water commissioners jn 
favor of keeping tab on all ths water 
that is used and for which the depart- 
ment receives no money. The city, the 
county and charitable institutions in At- 
lanta are exempted from, paying water 
bills. Members of the board appear to 
think that there is a considerable waste 
of water somewhere. 

As a result of that feeling Superintend- 
ent Park Woodward, during the regular 
session of the board yesterday afternoon, 
was instructed to prepare a list of all the 
places that are receiving free water ser- 
vice; also an estimate of what it would 
cost to put meters on all the unmetered 
services. The plan is to find out exactly 
what amount of water is being used, and 
if it is discovered that there is a waste, 
it is more than probable that the parties 
will be notified that they can only expect 
to use just so much water free during a 
month. 

Whether or not the board will declare 
in favor of charging for excess water in 
certain instances remains to be seen. 
During the meeting Commissioner Blood- 
worth stated it was his opinion that the 
city and county should be required to pay 
for the water received. Commissioner 
Erwin opposed putting meters on the 
pipes carrying water to the public school 
buildings. It was stated that during the 
month of July at one of the schools $90 
worth of water had been used. There 
was no explanation as to how this 
amount of water could have been used 
during the holidays. 

To Make Public Roads. 

During the meeting the executive com- 
mittee recommended that the board re- 
quest council to tender to the board of 
county commissioners all that part of 
Hemphill avenue outside of the city lim- 
its, running from North avenue to the 
reservoir, and that part of Chattahoochee 
avenue, running from the reservoir to the 
river pumping station, upon which ave- 
nues the city’s water mains are located, 
to be used by the county for the purposes 
of public roads. The recommendation 
was favored. 

The pipe committee reported favorably 
on the application of the Ware Furniture 
Company, the Standard Oil Company and 
other enterprises on Means street for fire 
protection. The committee recommended 
that an 8-inch pipe be run to the furni-

feet, at an estimated cost of $40. This 
company was completely burned out more 
than a year ago, but has rebuilt.

CASE OF A STARVED CHILD. 


Officer Tibbs Arrests Two Brothers 
of the Suffering In- 
fant. 

It was reported to Officer Tibbs yester- 
day that there was a child being starved 
at No. 938 Rhodes street. When he inves- 
tigated the case he found Mrs. M. A. 


Liebing in squalid poverty and a starved, 
emaciated, dwarfed child in her arms. 
The child was three and a half years old 
and looked to be an infant, as it weighed 
only elght pounds. 

It was ascertained that Mrs. Liebing 
was a widow with two grown sons, two 
girls 12 and 14 years of age, q son 10 years 
of age and the starved child in her arms.

“This whole matter is the result of my 
mother making a pet out of my worth- 
less brother, Will. He has always been 
her pet. When he beat his sick wife, I 
took her part, and my mother threw my 
clothes out of her house and told me 
never to cross her path again. So I left 
and have been boarding.”’ 

Will said he worked and made his own 
living and did the best he could by his 
mother, but she did not treat him right.

Railroad Men Say the Plan of Fur- 
nishing Free Transportation to 
-Them Is Unjust to Other 
Societies—Courtesy 
Was Abused, 


Members of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety who expect to attend the annual 
‘convention at Thomasville next week will 
either have to walk or pay thelr railroad 
fare. 

The railroads have decided that they 
will not supply the delegates to the con- 
“vention with free passes this year as has 
been customary in the past, and Hon. J. 
Pope Brown, who has recently resigned 
the presidency of the society, but is still 
one of its leaders, was so notified yes- 
terday. 

The members of the State Agricultural 
Society have for many years enjoyed the 
benefits of free transportation to and 
from their gatherings, and they have 
made good use of it. Naturally, the 
meetings have always been well attended, 
or rather it is perhaps more proper to say 
that numerous members of the society 
have taken the trip. 

This year, however, the members of 
the society will have to nay a fare and a 
third for the round trin on the certifi- 
cate plan, the same as in the case of 
the members of the State Horticultural 
Society, who were also allowed free 
passes up to the present year. The 
members of the latter society felt some- 
what sore when their free transporta- 
tion was cut off, and, no doubt, to a cer- 
tain extent the farmers will feel the same 
way. 

Railroad Official Talks. 

“This action was not taken,” sald a 
prominent railroad official yesterday. ‘fon 
account of the fact that the privilege 
has been abused, though such has been 
the case to a great extent. The primary 
reason for it is that the furnishing of free 
transportation to this society is, in a 
measure, unjust to the other societies and 
orders in the state which hold anmual 
conventions, and which in many in- 
stances are just as much entitled to it 
as are the members of the Horticultural 
and thé Agricultural societies.” 

Speaking of the abuse of free trans- 
portation given for these conventions, a 
railroad man said that on one occasion 
a year or two ago a party to whom a 
pass had been sent on the ground that 
he was a delegate had tried to sell it to 
a negro for $1.25. The negro refused to 
pay that amount and finally got the pass 


for 7% cents. The man when called down 


for this action protested that he had a 
right to dispose of it as he saw fit. 

Another railroad man, speaking of thé 
conventions of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety, said he was at Tybee some years 
ago during the convention held there. He 
was in the convention hall at several 
meetings and-said that only forty or fifty 
were there attending to the business, 
while to his own knowledge some 500 or 
more people were there on free passes on 
account of the convention. 

The withdrawal of free transportation 
this year will undoubtedly result in cut- 
ting down the number of delegates who 
make the trip, but it is believed by some 
that the actual gatherings will be pretty 
near as large as formerly. It is said the 
scciety may select a more central point 
for its gathering another year.

WORK ON VIADUCT HELD UP: 
SIDEWALKS ARE BEING LAID 


Work on the viaduct assumed a busier 
appearance yesterday than it has during 
the last few days. The interruption has 
been due to the delayed girders which 
were to have been shipped early this 
week, but did not actually start. 

Contractor Wilkins sent another dis- 
patch yesterday to the steel works at 
Philadelphia to inquire about the ship- 
ment and received a reply stating that 
one of the big 92-foot girders was loaded 
yesterday on the Atlantic Coast Line on 
three cars. The other 6ne will be loaded 
‘Mtoday. 

It will take a week for them to reach 
Atlanta after they are once shipped, so 
they cannot possibly arrive before the 
middle of next week. 

Upon their arrival work on the viaduct 
will go on with renewed activity. The 
structure will then take shape very rapid- 
ly and it will be a matter of only a few 
days before a sidewalk over the viaduct 
will be arranged, instead of under the 
steel framework as at present. 

Facilities are ready to handle the big 
girders at once; a large pole is firmly 
standing at the tracks. A pulley ar- 
rangement attached to this by heavy 
ropes, which also support a great lever 
composed of three heavy wooden poles, 


like telegraph poles, lashed tightly to- 
gether by wire ropes, will be used in 
hoisting the enormous weight of the 
girders. 

The work at present is the laying of the 
concrete sidewalk. Big piles of stone 
are already there, but the street paving 
cannot be done yet at the approaches 
on account of the delay of the street car 
rails. They were shipped on August 35 
and are expected to arrive the first of the 
week. 

The dirt bed at the south approach will 
be filled with dirt from the excavation of 
the Eiseman building. Belgian block 
paving will go on top of this up to the 
point of the brick abutment where the 
asphalt begins. Granite curbing will also 
be used up to that point. On the viaduct 
proper a small steel. curbing 41-2 inches 
high will separate the sidewalk from the 
street, which will be but a little below 
its level. | 

The new Central bank block is taking 
shape rapidly. The first story is well up 
now. 

The viaduct section of the city now 
presents a very busy aspect with so 
much building under way in that neigh- 
borhood. Travel across town at that 
point is always heavy. A_ continuous 
stream of pedestrians in close procession 
take advantage of Contractor Wilkins’ 
provision to keep the cross-town passage 
open.

Columbia, S. C., August 1.—(Special.)— 
Next Monday the state farmers’ insti- 
tute will meet at Clemson college. Lodg- 
ing is provided free and board for 50 cents 
a day. Hon. R. J. Redding, for years 
director of the Georgia experiment sta- 
tion, will deliver a number of lectures. 
Professor H. F. Weed, entomologist of 
Georgia, will also be among the lecturers, 
There will be lectures from others, eith- 
er scientifie or practical and successful 
men upon fruit raising, cattle raising, 
fertilizers, insect pests, poultry raising 
and other subjects of interest to farmers, 
Then ths farmers themselves will hold 
experience meetings. 

This is the second state farmers’ insti- 
tute held at Clemson. As that of last 
vear proved profitable to the farmers, 
it is proposed to make, this an important 
annual: gathering, at which knowledge 
may be quickly imparted and new meth- 
ods brought into use all over the south.

BRANDS MUST BE EXPLICIT 


A New Order Is Issued with Regard 
to Fertilizers. 


NO EXPLANATIONS ALLOWED 


Departm<nt of Agriculture Construes 
the Law with Reference to 
the Subject. 


The department of agriculture yester- 
day issued an order construing the law 
with reference to brands on fertilizers 
showing the analysis. It is directed by 
this order that all the brands must be 


explicit and must not be explained or en- 
larged upon by statements as to what the 
substance in the fertilizer is equivalent 
to or like expressions. 

Several fertilizer concerns have heen in 
the habit of so enlarging upon the state- 
ment of analysis, it is said, as to make 
the stuff appear more attractive to the 
purchaser. lt was felt necessary on this 
account to issue the new order on the 
subject. The order issued yesterday is

Some Sensational Features at the 
Trial—J. W. Hutchins and C. H. 
Williams Both Bound Over 
for Publishing of Ob- 
scene Matter. 


Recorder Broyles sent J. W. Hutchins, 
editor and proprietor of The Searchlight, 
to jail yesterday afternoon in default of 
a $10,000 bond on the charge of pwblish- 
ing obscene literature, and C. H. Wil- 
liams, alleged advertising solicitor for the 
paper, went the same road in default of 
& bond of $1,000. 

There were enough lively incidents in 
the trial to make the affair quite sensa- 
tional, 

The recorder declared The Searchlight 
the “‘yilést, filthiest and most indecent 
sheet”’ that he had ever read. He spoke 
with sharp sarcasm when the editor re- 
ferred to his being honor bound not to 
divulge the names‘of the alleged report- 
ers, and he denounced the publication of 
such matter as had appeared in The 
Searchlight in the most severe terms. 

Mr. Hutching declined at first to re- 
v2al the names of his alleged reporters, 
and when the court insisted that he must 
tell he exclaimed that they were all ‘“‘la- 
dies."” Later he gave a few names. 

Recorder Broyles did not hesitate to 
state that he believed the reporters were 
all myths, and remarked that he would 
like to hear what “‘ladtes’’ wrote for such 
& paper. 

A woman was a witness and she stated 
that Willlams had written up her hotel 
because she would not let him board free. 

A dozen newsboys were in court to tes- 
tify about buying and selling coples of 
The Searchlight. One of the witnesses 
was a hoary-headed dwarf, and he ex- 
Claimed loudly: : 

“Yes, I sells them Searchlights, and I 
wants some more of ’em.”’ 

His Smile Faded Away. 

Hutchins smiled when the trial first be- 
gan, but as it progressed he grew quite 
serious, and when the heavy bond of 
310,000 was announced he was a very 
grave min. 

The bond named by Recorder Broyles 
is the heaviest that has. ever been re- 
quired in the recorder’s court for any 
offense, and the large amount was due 
to the fact that Recorder Broyles re- 
garded each issue“of The Searchlight, 
some dozen or more, that was tendered 
in court as evidence in a separate case 
against the defendants. 

Attorney Tinsley, Rucker represented 
Hutchins and Wiliams. He announced 
in the beginning of the trial that the of- 
fense with which the defendants were 
charged was: one reeognized by the penal 
laws Of Georgia, and the recorder’s court, 
therefore, had no jurisdiction except to 
bind over. This was acceded to by City 
Attorney Mayvson, who represented the 
prosecution, 


A Witness Testifies. 


Witnesses were introduced to show that 
Williams was connected with The Search- 
light as an editorial writer. Mrs. Perry, 
who runs the Ardmore hotel. testified 
that he boarded with her and would not 
pay her a balance of $17. When she told 
him he had to leave, he told her that he 
would write up her hotel in The Search- 
light unless she gave him a receipt for 
the $17. 

“I ordered him away,” said Mrs. Perry, 
‘“‘and the next issue of the paper had me 
and my house written up.’’ 

The article referred to by Mrs. Perry 
Was read in court. It gave what was 
alleged to be “‘outrageous treatment” of 
& young man at the Ardmore, and it 
ended by advising all young men who 
valued thelr reputations to keep away 
from that hotel. 

Williams made a statement tn which he 
denied all that Mrs. Perry had said. He 
Stated that he was only an advertising 
solicitor of The Searchlight. 

Hutchins took the stand and he testi- 
fied that Williams was paid $3 a week 
for collecting and 20 per cent of all ad- 
vertisements he secured, 

The Searchlight editor, when asked 
where his bisiness office was, replied 
that he had sold the papers to the news- 
boys from a number of places, and that 
he had moved his last place on account 
of the bovs disturbing a sick man. 

“Mr. Hutchins,’’ asked the city attor- 
ney, “‘who else besides yourself ig con- 
frected with The Searchlight?’ 

“Mr. Sam White was,” he replied. ‘‘but 
he quit about two months ago, Now I 
am by myself.’’ 


What the Recorder Said. 


The recorder in sentencing the defend. 
ants said: 

“Never in my life before have I read 
such a vile, indecent paper as the copies 
of The Searchlight that have been shown 
me. I am surprised that the vile sheet 
has not been suppressed long ago. The 
idea of such a miserable publication, 
breathing filth and siime, being sold on 
the streets of such @ moral, decent ana 
law abiding city as Atlanta. [I will bind 
Hutchins over in a bond of $10,000 and 
Will'ams in a $1,000 bond.

Break Yesterday. 


_ NEW YORK SLIGHTLY LOWER 


Predictions of Frost Caused Advance 
in Cereals—Stocks Closed with 
‘ Prices on Upturn. 


oe 


New York, August 7.—The market for cotton 
futures started weak with prices lower. The 
Saorts were confident as a natural result of 
recent decided successes, the bulls were satis- 
fied that an advance in the immediate future 
was very unlikely, and that under the circum- 
stances unloading was the order of the day. 
The influences at work were strikingly bear- 
ish; in fact, there was little upon which to 
base bull convictions. Liverpool. broke § to 
5% points instead of the 2 points only due on 
our closing of yesterday, the crop advices were 
much more encouraging than in some time, 
the weather conditions averaged up favorably, 
though central Texas continued dry and 4de- 
mand for spot cotton was slow at best. The 
first prices showed declines of 9 to |! points, 
which was increased after the call to 13 points 
on the December-options, which sold down to 
7.10. This break uncovered a number of 
“stop loss’ orders, the execution of which 
and the pressure of local, southern and Liver- 
peol relling, made the low prices. On the 
break the majority of professiona! operators 
turned heavy buyers, particularly the shorta, 
who were ac‘ive in securing their profits. The 
market rallied 4 to § points soon after the 
opening on this buying, but only to break again 
to the low level mentioned on the posting of 
fuller details regarding the extent of the rain. 
On the second break, houses who were identi- 
fied with the bull movement during June® 
and July in the July and August options, and 
who sold o@ three weeks ago, turned up 
heavy buyers. Their purchases absorbed all 
the offerings, and prevented any further 
break, and later had such a steadying in- 
fluence on the genera] market that the selfing 
movement ceased and prices rallied 3 to 
points from the low quotations mentioned, and 
thereafter held steady on about that basis 
during the most of the afternoon. The last 
hour witnessed feverish variations with sen- 
timent favoring curtailment of short accounts 
rather than further bear operations, pending 
receipt of tomorrow's cables. The close was 
quiet, with prices net 4 to 7 points lower.

The opening trades in wheat were unimpocr- 
tant, September selling a shade to %c higher at 
69%c under the influence of cables. Buying 
for a prominent operator started a rally, which 
was helped along later by heavy. seaboard 
clearances, a prediction of frost in the spring 
wheat country and liberal fresh export sales. 
The bull side accumulated converts as the mar- 
ket progressed and the feeling was at its best 
in strength and activity near the close. The 
bulge met with little opposition until Septem- 
ber, during the afternoon, touched 71%c, the 
highest point for the day. Longs, to secure 
profits, sold on a liberal scale, but prices 
ylelded stubbornly and the close was strong 
I%c over yesterday at 71%@71I%c. Seaboard 
clearances in wheat and flour were equal to 
1,118,000 bushels, while primary receipts ag- 
creed 1,206,000 bushels, compared with |,- 

07, bushels last year. Minneapolis and 
Duluth reported a total of 120 cars, against 
177 last week and 246 a year ago. Local 
receipts were 233 cars, 6! of contract grade, 
Exporters reported 50 loads taken. 

Corn ruled fairly active and strong under 
crop reports of the same dismal import that 
has characterized them for a month past. The 
wheat strength was a contributary factor in 
advancing values, The weekly government re- 
port and various traffic officials of railroads 
strove to say something cheerful of late planted 
maize, but none was found to deny that ‘he 
early sown crop was practically a failure.

Prime on the Crop Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Chicago, August 3.—While we have had some 
high degrees of temperature, still taking the 
country as a whole we have got through up 
to date fairly well. 

There has been a feeling that the reports of 
damage to the crop had been somewhat ex- 
aggerated and that all the country needed was 
copious rains and things once more in this 
important branch of the growing world would 
resume normal conditions, and we would be 
able to restore in a great measure the damage 
done by 
High temperature seems to have caused mcre 
ruin than dry weather and it was utterly im- 
possible to suppose that for weeks with the 
mercury up in the hundreds every day that 
anything in the line of vegetation could with- 
stand such continued onslaught without suffer- 
ing irreparable damage. Estimates on the corn 
crop for 1901, which were thought to have 
been of a ‘‘sensational character’’ fourteen days 
ago are now accepted as very conservative. 
The main reliance of the farmers for rough 
feed\ this winter is the successful issue of the 
late planted corn and that will have to be 
nourished and fed by copious rains in con- 
nection with a late fall. 

We have had a splendid week for thrashing 
the winter wheat and the rush for the present 
to market of the new crop in large quantities 
seems now to be over, particularly as the 
farmers are satisfied that the shortage of corn 
is general and not confined to limited locali- 
ties. We still have every reason to believe 
that the winter wheat crop is a big one in 
quantity and a splendid one In quality, 

Farmers are getting down now to work in 
fine shape with thrashing the oats. In some 
localities, but they are very few and are con- 
fined to northern and central Illinois, the cat 
crop is turning out better than was expected 
both as to quantity and quality, but taking 
the crop as a whole it will measure up frem 
two to three hundred million less than the 
crop of 1900. The high price of oats is very 
attractive just at present to the farmer and 
during this month he is very likely to avail 
himself freely of the situation, hence I look 
for heavy receipts of oats during the present 
season,

FOUGHT MEN IN STRIPES 


Conductor Vandiver Had Thrilling 
Experience Yesterday. | 


HE FOUND MEN AT KENNESAW 


In Trying To Make Capture, He Had 
Desperate Combat with One 


of the Convicts. 


Freight Conductor Sanford Vandiver, | 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad, had 
a thrilling experience early yesterday 
morning with two desperate escaped ne- 
gro convicts. 

Conductor Vandiver discovered the two 
convicts near the railroad at Kenne- 
saw, a short distance above Marietta, 
and in endeavoring to capture them he 
was forced into an exciting hand to hand 
combat with one of the men. The con- 
ductor struggled with the negro in an 
effort to subdue and capture him, Dut: 
the latter finally made his escape. 

Conductor Vandiver’s train, bound for 
Atlanta, arrived at Kénnesaw just about 
daybreak and pulled onto the gide track, 
as it was to meet train No. 16 from At- 
lanta at that point. The conductor left 
his train and walked down the track to 
turn the switch and see if he could hear 
No. 16. Near the switch he discovered 
the forms of two men stretched out on 
the ground as if they were asleep. He 
could not then tell who they were, 

“Hello, boys,’ said he, ‘what are you 
doing here?’ 

At this the two men leaped to thelr 
feet and Conductor Vandiver then real- 
ized that they wore the striped suit of: 
the convict. and he made the further 
discovery that one of them had on 
shackles. One of the negroes immediately 
made a dash for liberty and disappeared | 
in. the darkness. The conductor instant. 
ly grappled with the other. 

The negro fought viciously and twice 
the two struggling men fell to the ground, 
Mr. Vandiver maintained his grip, how- 
ever, and in the meantime he called to 
the remainder of the train crew for as- 
sistance. Before help reached him the 
convict released himself, and he, too, 
darted into the darkness and weoda By 
the light of his lantern, Conductor Vas- 
diver discovered that the convicts wtth 
whom he _ struggied wore the number 
30" on hig shirt front. Both men were 
armed with pick handles. 

On arriving in Atlanta Conductor Van- 
diver reported the matter to the police. | 

It is believed that the negroes bolted 
from the Bartow county convict camp. 
The authorities in this city have been 
notified of the escape from that camp 
of Ben Barkley and John Henderson, two 
negroes. A reward of $5 each has been 
offered for the capture of the men,

from Paulding county and was serving a 
twenty-year sentence. Henderson wag
